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The records of the Town and County of Haverfordwest, probably the best 
of their kind in Wales, were deposited in the National Library of Wales in 
1948 by the Mayor and Town Council through Mr. R. Ivor Rees, Town Clerk. 
Since then they have been much used by students of Welsh history who, 
I can confidently say, are grateful to the depositors for making them accessible 
to readers in a public repository. Prior to their tranference to the National 
Library of Wales an unpublished schedule of a part of the collection (Nos. 1-724) 
had been compiled by the late Mr. Francis Green. The remainder (Nos. 
725-2167) was scheduled by me as a member of the staff of the Department of 
Manuscripts and Records in the National Library of Wales. Typescript copies 
of both schedules are available in the County Library, Haverfordwest, and the 
National Library of Wales, Aberystwyth. While working on the collection 
I soon realised that there was ample material of sufficient historical importance 
in it to warrant the compilation of some sort of calendar for publication. For 
several years I worked spasmodically on such a project, transcribing and 
abstracting some of the correspondence and accounts. In 1960 the History and 
Law Committee of the Board of Celtic Studies kindly undertook to co-operate 
in the work with a view to publication under their auspices and appointed 
Mr. Emlyn J. Sherrington as a Researcher in Welsh History to assist in the 
preparation of a Calendar under my supervision. I take this opportunity to 
acknowledge the major contribution made by Mr. Sherrington in transcribing 
and abstracting documents and making draft calendar entries for them. His 
work made my task as editor much easier and without it the Calendar would 
have taken years longer to complete. When Mr. Sherrington took up his 
appointment it was decided that the Calendar should include entries for all 
documents excluding deeds of borough properties (which had been adequately 
done in the schedules) and most of the accounts, rentals, rate assessments and 
such-like items for the period 1539-1660. At a later stage the Board agreed to 
include an appendix of transcripts of all the extant accounts of the officers of 
the borough for the years 1563-1600. These specimens of a very good series of 
accounts provide data of a kind not found in the other documents in the 
Calendar. I have made extensive use of the officers’ accounts, rentals, rates, 
deeds and charters in the Introduction which, it is hoped, will serve as a general 
historical background to the items calendared. 


During the years that I have been engaged on this Calendar I have received 
much kind help and advice from many people and it behoves me to acknowledge 
this. I have leaned heavily on the learning and experience of my friends and 
colleagues in the National Library of Wales, particularly Mr. B. G. Owens, 
Mr. W. T. Morgan, Mr. G. M. Griffiths, Mr. D. Emrys Williams, Mr. R. W. 
McDonald, Mr. Daniel Huws, and Miss Nansi Jones, and I am grateful to them 
all. I have benefited a great deal from many discussions with Major Francis 
Jones about Haverfordwest and its history. Dr. R. Geraint Gruffydd kindly drew 
my attention to certain Haverfordwest records in the Cardiff Central Library 
and Mr. T. J. Hopkins of that Library provided me with notes on them; I 
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thank them both. My thanks are also due to Dr. W. S. K. Thomas who supplied 
me with information about the records of the borough of Swansea. I am 
grateful to the Librarian and Council of the National Library of Wales who, 
by arrangement between them and the Board of Celtic Studies, allowed the 
Calendar to be typed at the Library by Mrs. Eluned Morris who transformed my 
slovenly draft into legible copy. I should also like to express my thanks to 
Professor David Williams, Professor Glanmor Williams, and Professor Gwynn 
Williams, who, acting on behalf of the Board of Celtic Studies, have been most 
helpful and considerate to me. Mr. Gerwyn Lewis, the Board’s Administrative 
Assistant, deserves my gratitude for seeing the volume through the press, as 
do also the printers for their admirable work. Lastly I am grateful to my wife 
for all the assistance she cheerfully gave me with parts of the Introduction and 
the proofs and above all for sustaining my flagging enthusiasm for this kind of 
daunting work.

IV PRODUCTION 


Of all the medieval boroughs of Pembrokeshire (there were a number of 
them, including Pembroke, Tenby, Newport, Haverfordwest, and some tiny 
still-born boroughs, like Wiston, Fishguard, and St. Davids) it was Haverford- 
west that emerged into the Tudor period with the greatest prospect of survival 
and development as a vigorous urban community. For almost three centuries 
its burgesses had enjoyed the privileges and franchises of a chartered borough 
albeit under the suzerainty of the lord of the lordship of Haverfordwest. 
-Like most towns in Wales Haverfordwest was an Anglo-Norman foundation 
that grew up in the shadow of the castle under the encouragement of the alien 
conquerors. It was English from the start and has of course remained so to 
this day although it is sometimes maintained that there was a strong Flemish 
element there in medieval times. In 1479 the lord of the lordship of Haverford- 
west granted a charter of incorporation to the burgesses with a mayor, sheriff, 
two bailiffs, and burgesses.1 Another important turning-point came in 1500 
when the Crown granted the fee-farm of the town to the corporation for a term 
of seventy-two years at an annual rent of £26 12s. 44d.2 From then on the 
corporation was responsible for the rents and issues of the town (heretofore 
the responsibility of the steward of the lordship) as well as its government: to 
a large extent it was now free of the shackles of feudal overlordship. The 
‘assise or burgage rents and other rents’ of the town had remained static at 
£22 3s. 74d. from 1376 to 1481.3 This would probably represent about 422 
burgages. In 1474, 127 of these burgages were decayed* — a sign that there had 
been a marked decline in prosperity towards the end of the medieval period. 


The town had within its bounds three parishes and three churches 
dominated by the castle, about 1,000 acres of common land at Portfield, a 
bridge over the Cleddy, three mills, and a quay to accommodate the shipping 
of Milford Haven. Its situation almost at the heart of the county with roads 
radiating from it in all directions gave it an advantage over all the other towns 
of the area, and it was for this reason that William Barlow, bishop of 
St. Davids, advocated in 1536 that it should take the place of Pembroke, now 
shorn of most of its importance and dignity as the caput of the great Earldom 
of Pembroke, as the shire town.® By the statute of 1543 it was enacted that the 
town of Haverfordwest should be a county in itself as it had been before this 
time and separated from the county of Pembroke. The status of a county had 
already been conferred on it by the charter of incorporation of 1479 with the 
designation of ‘the county of the town of Haverfordwest’. As such, apparently, 
it became entitled to special privileges under the statute of 1543: it continued 
(but only at the King’s Majesty’s will and pleasure) to be a county in itself 
with its own county officers and courts, its own Great Sessions, and its own

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member of parliament. By the time of Elizabeth the town was certainly the 
most important and the most flourishing in the county if not in the whole of 
South Wales, where its only rival was Carmarthen. A contemporary surveyor 
noted that a ship of 40 tons could come hard to the town up the haven and that 
it was ‘the best-built, the most civil and the quickest occupied town in South 
Wales but yet greatly impaired touching traffic since the subsidy, of tonnage 
and poundage have been paid and other impositions sought to be levied’.” At 
the end of the century it was regarded as a thriving town with good enter- 
tainment, and many townsmen of good wealth, its people very civil.® 
St. Thomas’ Fair held on 7 July was regarded as a great fair in Elizabethan 
days. The market (held on Saturdays) was certainly the most flourishing in the 
shire, and one of the greatest in Wales, especially for victuals of all kinds. It 
surpassed all other markets in Wales for fish. ‘It is a marvel to many where the 
victuals that are there to be seen at noon should be shifted away ere night’.® 


The constitution of the corporation was established in the charter of 
1479 and renewed and clarified in that of 1610. The common council consisted 
of twenty-four of the most honest burgesses, with a mayor, sheriff, and bailiffs 
as principal officers. They met in the guild-hall to make statutes and ordinances 
for urban government, impose punishments and levy fines, and hold courts. 
The mayor was appointed yearly at the first Hundred Court after the Feast of 
St. Michael, as were the other officers of the borough. Under the 1479 charter 
he was elected by the burgesses from among the twenty-four common 
councilmen, but it is not very clear how the common council itself was formed 
out of the general body of burgesses. In 1610 it was laid down that the mayor 
and common council should nominate three of the common council out of which 
they and the rest of the burgesses elected the next mayor, so that the burgesses 
at large had a say, though a limited say, in the choice of the principal citizen. 
The height of civic ambition was to attain the mayoralty but it was an office 
of responsibility and at times onerous in its demands upon time and money. 
The mayor’s only regular perquisites of office were an allowance of 6s. 8d. at 
Christmas towatds a brawn or diet, and two of the best fines levied during his 
term of office. As mayor he was also the coroner, escheator, clerk of the market, 
admiral, and justice of the peace within the borough. From 1610 he continued 
as justice of the peace for the year following his mayoralty. Moreover he was a 
Deputy Lieutenant appointed by the Lord President of Wales to act on his 
behalf within the liberties of the town. By force of the charter of 1479, therefore, 
the mayor took over the duties of the steward of the lordship of Haverfordwest 
in the borough which became independent of the rule of the castle except that 
the mayor had to take his oath of office before the chancellor of the lordship, 
as did the other officers. Even this exception went by the board when it was 
laid down in the charter of 1610 that the oath should be taken before the retiring 
mayor in the presence of the twenty-four and the rest of the burgesses. The 
mayor, of course, presided at all meetings and coutts.

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Because Haverfordwest was a county in itself the office of sheriff was of 
some importance in its dignity though not an onerous one. Besides his duties 
in connection with the courts of law and the gaol, he conducted the parliamen- 
tary elections within the borough. In accordance with the terms of the earlier 
charter he was elected by the mayor and burgesses from the twenty-four, and 
took his oath before the chancellor of the lordship and the mayor, but after 
1610 he was elected by the mayor and burgesses from three names submitted 
by the mayor and common council from among the twenty-four or the other 
burgesses. The two bailiffs were in the same manner elected from four nomina- 
tions. Their main duties were to collect the castle rents, chantry-land rents, 

mill rents and escheat rents, and the tolls of the fairs, markets, and shambles. 
They distrained for rents when that was necessary and were responsible for 
paying the fee-farm rent of the town into the Exchequer at Carmarthen twice 
a year. The chamber reeve, who was not a charter officer, collected and 
accounted for the rents of the chamber lands. Two other officers appointed 
annually according to charter (at least from 1610) were the sergeants at mace 
who attended the mayor at his borough courts and other civil functions in their 
regalia. They were charged with the estreats of fines and amercements in the 
courts and had power to distrain. They were appointed by the mayor and 
corporation to serve at their pleasure but usually their term was for one year. 
There wete in addition a few other officers or servants such as the beadle, clad 
in a gown of grey frieze and breeches, the high and petty constables who 
collected the rates, the crier and the water bailiff. From 1579-97 a company of 
waits or musicians, if not employed, were certainly elaborately clothed at the 
town’s expense in liveries of grey frieze faced with green taffeta and ornamented 
with green mockado and buttons, and supplied entertainment. 


The common council was by charter composed of the ablest of the 
burgesses and the majority of the members were merchants, tradesmen, and 
craftsmen in the town. A few were ‘gentlemen’ and one or two ‘esquires’ — 
usually the squires of the neighbouring mansion houses of Haroldston and 
Prendergast, who were, according to an ordinance of 1554, the only ‘foreigners’ 
eligible to be burgesses. According to the charter of 1479 it was the mayor 
that named the twenty-four council men. The ‘modern’ common council was 
named in the charter of 1610. Members served for life unless they were removed 
by their fellows and it seems to have been a self-perpetuating oligarchy of the 
wealthier and most prominent burgesses. Members of the council in turn 
undertook the principal offices of the borough unless they opted out of their 
duty by payment of a fine. To judge from their well-kept, detailed, and audited 
accounts and other official borough records they normally performed their 
duties efficiently and conscientiously. They certainly were not guilty of such 
‘extraordinary negligence in keeping and passing the accounts’ as the 
Commissioners of 1834 found among their nineteenth century successors?”. 
Only the most competent burgesses in status, wealth, character, and education 
achieved the higher offices, particularly the mayoralty. It is clear from their 
papers that the better class of burgess had a good educational grounding long 
before the founding of the grammar school in 1613 by Thomas Lloyd of

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Cilciffeth, a north-of-the-county petty squire who got on in the world by 
speculating in land. In this matter of local educational facilities we may note that 
of the fifty burgesses who voted for one of the candidates in the parliamentary 
election of 1571 — a lively and corrupt affair in which the sheriff as returning 
officer cooked the result of the poll in favour of his own losing party — twenty- 
eight had at least attained that degree of literacy which enabled them to sign 
their names.1! In all about a hundred burgesses seem to have been qualified 
to vote in that election. When Haverfordwest was granted the privilege of 
returning its own member of parliament under the Act of Union, another 
field of service was opened to the ambitious burgess and its first representatives 
in 1547-54 were Richard Howell, a merchant and mayor of the town, in 
1547-54, and Richard Taylor, a mercer, in 1553. Another mayor who became 
a member was Hugh Harries in 1559. Later there was a tendency for the more 
powerful families on the outskirts of the town like the Perrots of Haroldston 
and Stepneys of Prendergast (who were also burgesses) and magnates like the 
Earl of Essex to contend for or dominate the representation to the exclusion 
of the burgess-merchant class. At the end of our period even complete outsiders 
from beyond the border were acceptable provided they waived their claim to 
parliamentary wages. 


Haverfordwest even today can only be classified as a small town. It was 
of course much smaller in our period, and although it ranked with the largest 
of Welsh towns it was tiny in comparison with the growing English towns of 
the period. The problem of estimating the size of the population presents 
difficulties here as everywhere else. No figures or material for arriving at a 
conjectural figure seem to exist for the sixteenth century. From a series of town 
rates it is at least possible to give the number of householders on whom 
assessments were made in the first half of the next century. In 1616, for 
instance, 290 householders volunteered to repair the quay.!2 Three years later 
340 inhabitants (probably heads of households) were rated to pay for armour. 
Towards the middle of the century the records of the monthly assessments for 
the maintenance of the armed forces supply sample figures for the number of 
inhabitants rated — 257 in 1647-8, and 309 in 1649.14 To convert these figures 
into the number of people living in the town we should have to know the 
average size of household (? about 44) and the number of families exempted 
from each assessment because of poverty. In the circumstances we can do no 
better than accept with reservation the varying official estimates of the council 
that there were 2,000 or 3,000 inhabitants in the town in 1651/2.) Only a fraction 
of these belonged to the burgess class, to whose dominance in the social and 
economic structure of the borough allusion has already been made. The non- 
freemen, although they were in the majority, were in all ways subservient and 
underprivileged by comparison. 


The smaller group of franchised citizens enjoyed something akin to a 
monopoly of all economic opportunity within the town boundaries. Wholesale

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and retail trade was almost wholly reserved to them and they traded without 
payment of tolls. An act passed or re-iterated by the common council in 1554 
lays down that no stranger or foreigner shall buy any kind of ware or 
merchandise within the town unless he buy it of a burgess. In some other acts 
about trading one detects a certain laxity in the maintenance of this rigid 
monopoly of the burgesses when “burgesses and other inhabitants’ are bracketed 
together as participants in trade. An important part of the system of control was 
the trade guild. Grants of incorporation by the mayor and common council 
to eight trade guilds are still extant in the Haverfordwest corporation records — 
the glovers (7 in 1560, 30 in 1613), feltmakers (4 in 1587, 7 in 1613), tailors 
_ (14 in 1617), cordwainers and shoemakers (12 in 1611), saddlers (5 in 1681), 
blacksmiths and gunsmiths (11 in 1690), and carpenters (10 in 1692). By these 
grants the craftsmen were formed into a self-governing closed shop, each with 
its own master and wardens, regulations and restrictions. It was only when the 
guild could not agree among themselves on subjects at issue that the mayor 
and council interfered with the internal administration of the guilds — an 
arrangement which greatly eased the government of the town. 


Anything like a complete picture of the social structure of the town does 
not emerge until the seventeenth century for which lists of inhabitants and 
their occupations or status are available. The following table is based on data 
abstracted from various assessments or rates for the years 1619, 1647, and

The inhabitants described in these records as esquires, gentlemen, and 
aldermen formed the top stratum of society usually both in wealth and power. 
It is clear that a number of the ‘gentlemen’ were at root members of the county 
squirearchy. Families like the Bowens, Davids, Voyles and Warrens (all from) 
Cemais), and Walters were established in the town in the sixteenth century by 
younger sons, who were attracted there by opportunities of trade and good 
marriages, and became merchants or mercers. Other ‘gentlemen’, like members 
of the Synnett, Howell, and Bateman families, were also mercers by trade as 
were some who are described as ‘aldermen’, so that there were more mercers 
in the town than would appear from the above table. There were at least eight 
mercers in 1647. The more prosperous craftsmen also belonged to this top 
stratum. Between them they carried the main burden of government and 
taxation. When in 1616 290 householders made themselves responsible for 
one day’s work on repairs to the quay, 48 of that number, described as “the

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better sort’, volunteered to pay for another day’s work each.1® Of a rate of 
£36 8s. od. levied in 1619, {12 2s. od. was contributed by the twenty-four 
members of the common council.1® Another rough indication of the distribution 
of wealth may be gathered from the following analysis of the rate for the 
maintenance of the military forces of the country imposed on the inhabitants 
in, 1647 :2°

The 21 inhabitants paying over 5s. each, consisting of 7 aldermen, 6 
gentlemen, 1 mercer, 2 butchers, a glover, tanner, plasterer, and a widow, 
contributed £7 10s. 2d., which was only 4s. 4d. less than the lowest stratum of 
178 paying under 2s. 6d. each, and consisting mainly of the poorer sort of 
craftsmen, yeomen, widows, bargemen, shop-keepers, and labourers. In between 
the 59 householders of moderate means paid a total of {10 6s. od.; they were the 
less wealthy aldermen and gentlemen and the better-off widows, yeomen, 
craftsmen, and mercets. This takes no account of the lowest class of householder 
who was too poor to be taxed. 


Some idea of individual wealth may be got from the extant valuations for 
probate of the personal estates of testators.24 One of the wealthiest of the 
town’s mercers was Roger Walter, esquire, mayor on three occasions and 
son of a previous mayor William Walter, younger son of John Walter of Roch 
Castle. His estate was worth £689 in 1626 — £251 in household stuff, clothing, 
silver, and leases, £161 in shop stock, and {£277 in livestock, crops, and 
implements on his lands in and outside the town. Not all the mercers were so 
well-off. In 1610 Thomas Eynon’s estate was worth only £39 and in 1650 
John Thomas’s came to {58 including £18 1os. od. in shop stock. The widow

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of Thomas Johnes, alderman, whose occupation is not recorded except that he 
had agricultural interests at Boyden, left an estate valued in 1605 at £252, of 
which £91 was invested in livestock and crops. There were prosperous 
burgesses also within the trade guilds. When John Hill, alderman and mayor 
in 1603, died in 1606 his estate was prized at over £580, of which £124 was 
invested in livestock and crops on his dairy in Kilsavey and his lands in Atheston 
and Haverfordwest, and £286 consisted of debts or loans. His farming activities 
were complementary to those of his trade as a corviser. He was also a merchant 
who imported hides, skins, soap, dry wares, hops, etc., from Bristol.2# The 
glover, Morris Carne, left an estate valued at £328 in 1617; his wealth was in his 
house and his stock of leather and skins; he only had two horses and two pigs. 
There were other substantial men among the craftsmen, butchers, and 
husbandmen of the borough but on the whole they were of moderate or even 
small means as the following examples of probate valuations show:

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From the inventories of their estates it is clear that most of the burgesses 
kept livestock — horses, cows, kine, or swine — to take advantage of their 
rights of common on Portfield. The more prosperous of them who had capi al 
to spare would often invest it in livestock which they hired out at an annual 
rent to local farmers. In this period the built-up area of Haverfordwest (still 
very much as it had been in medieval times) consisted of only a fraction of the 
three parishes within the borough boundary which covered some 3,800 acres. 
There was therefore a considerable area of agricultural land, apart from the 
commons of Portfield, available to the inhabitants, including part of the demesne 
of the old priory at Cokey and the large farm of Dredgman Hill. Many of the 
numerous closes scattered within the borough belonged to freeholders from 
outside who rented them to the inhabitants.23 A good number of the latter 
supported themselves completely or in part by keeping livestock and growing 
crops. In a wider sense the whole economy of the town was to a high degree 
dependent on the agricultural industry and population of the surrounding 
countryside. From far afield — from Dewsland, Daugleddy, and Cemais as well 
as Roose — the country folk came to buy and sell in the town on market days 
and the great fair days. Another important economic factor was the maritime 
trade link between Haverfordwest and Bristol. In the age of Elizabeth (for 
which figures are avaiable)** some go per cent of the inward traffic of coasting 
ships came from Bristol, carrying imports of textiles, leather, skins, groceries, 
hard ware, wine, hops, oil, tar, fruit, and a variety of other goods which were 
retailed in the shops of the mercers or used in the work-rooms of the craftsmen. 
Some merchandise of this kind also came from Barnstaple. Skins, garrons, sack, 
and salt were imported across the channel from Ireland, whilst salt and wine 
came from French ports. Exports loaded at the quay for Bristol, Barnstaple, and 
a few other Severn ports included friezes, wool, mats, skins, leather, oats, and 
barley. Coal, culm, and corn were the main exports to Ireland. 

The corporation of Haverfordwest was not endowed with great wealth 
but now that the revenue of the town was the sole responsibility of the common 
council there was a communal incentive to protect and augment it. The main 
borough profits came from the chamber rents which were rents of houses and 
lands belonging to the corporation and the castle rents which were fee-farm 
rents. The following table gives in summary form the average annual income 
from these sources and the average arrears for the specified periods and indicates 
the rate of increase during the period:

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Next in importance as sources of revenue were the various trading activities 
within the borough for which tolls were charged. What are known in the 
accounts as the ‘small tolls’, which included the tolls of the markets (a Tuesday 
market was added to the Saturday one by the charter of 1610), the fish market 
and St. Thomas’ fair, were farmed out by the corporation at an annual rent of 
£4 which went up to £5 in 1616 and to £5 6s. 8d. in 1626. From.1648 the tolls 
of the fish market ({1 tos. od.) appear.as a separate item in the accounts. 
Two additional annual fairs were established by the charter of 1610: May fair 
and St. Bartholomew’s fair, the combined tolls of which were also farmed out 
and brought in {1 §5s.-od..in 161%, £3 10s. od. from 1621, £4 from 1624, 
£4 3s. 4d. from 1633, £5 from 1639 until the troubles of the Civil War reduced 
the profits to £1 14s. od. in 1643 and £2 13s. 4d. in 1646. Thereafter the three 
fairs were rented for £6 per annum. The annual revenue from the tolls of the 
cotn market amounted to {2 until 1619 when it went up to £3 Ios. od.; it was 
£4 5s. od. in 1643 and £2 tos. od. in 1646, and afterwards fixed at £6. The 
tolls of the shambles, where meat was sold by the butchers, varied from year 
to year between {7 10s. od. in 1581 and £3 in 1611, averaging about £5 ros. od. 
annually in the period 1563 to 1620 and £4 17s. od. in 1621-60. In addition an 
annual sum of £1 accrued from the tolls of porks and mutton from 1646 
onwards. The value of the office of the weigher and keeper of the common 
beam (for weighing wool mainly) jumped from tos. od. yearly in 1607 to £8 in 
1647. The town mills (leased from the Crown) were farmed out at an annual rent 
of £10 until 1588 when the rent was doubled. A fairly regular item of revenue 
was the duty and tonnage of apples and pears brought to the quay by boats 
from the Gloucestershire area, a trade remarked upon by George Owen. 
A charge of 1s. od. a ton was made in 1605-6. An apple boat of normal size 
paid 16s. od. per cargo (4s. od. tonnage and 12s. od. duty) in the years 1620-50. 
The average income from this trade in the period ian was about 
£4 3s. od. per annum.

The fines and amercements of the borough coutts, estreated by the sergeants 
at May and Michaelmas, varied considerably from year to year and because 
of this and certain difficulties in the accounts (such as allowances for illeviable 
fines and other uncertainties) it is only possible to arrive at an approximate 
average of income from these, which works out at about {13 5s. od. per annum 
over the whole period 1563-1660. A constant payment in the bailiffs’ accounts 
is an annual sum of 13s. 4d. from the guild of hatters for their corporation. 
In addition to all these items of regular income the accounting officers of the 
borough could expect in any year a varying sum, perhaps averaging {2 or £3, 
by way of fines for refusing municipal offices, legacies, distresses, fines of 
burgess-ship and leases, debts, interest on loans, and so on. It is not easy to 
estimate the average annual revenue of the borough because of these varying 
casual receipts, illeviable fines, arrears of rents, and imcomplete accounts. 
For the years 1563-90 the approximate average would be something like £85 
a year. By 1630 income had increased to about £133 and by 1660 it was about

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The normal sources of revenue did not always produce enough to meet 
both the regular and exceptional demands upon the common purse from year 
to year, and recourse had often to be made to the expedients of raising loans 
from the wealthier burgesses or levying special rates upon the inhabitants. 
Among the multitude of recurring expenses the largest seems to have been the 
sum of £38 14s. 4d. payable annually to the Crown for the fee-farm of the 
town, the town mills, and the rectory of St. Mary’s which were all held by lease. 
From time to time these leases had to be renewed at considerable cost. When 
a new lease of the mills was purchased in 1567 the corporation had to borrow 
£22 from some of the burgesses to meet the total cost of over £52. This was an 
investment from which the town sought to profit by farming out the mills at 
£20 a year, plus a fine for the sub-lease which in 1588 amounted to £34.6 
The renewal of the fee-farm of the town itself in 1587 cost nearly £52; 
£19 2s. 10d. of this was levied on the inhabitants and £16 was borrowed from 
the burgesses.?” The purchase of the charter of incorporation in 1610 incurred 
an expense of {40 which was again partly raised by borrowing.?§ 


An annual charge was the cost of the Great Sessions for the county of 
Haverfordwest: the chief justice’s fee was £4 and that of the second justice 
£2 13s. 4d. Although the justices enjoyed an allowance of £30 a year for their 
diet it was the custom to entertain them when they came on circuit with wine 
and sack. The entertainment was occasionally more lavish: the charge for the 
festivities in 1615 was nearly £40, an absurdly high figure in a meagre revenue 
account. From time to time the mayor was obliged to extend a civic welcome 
to notable personages and entertain them out of public funds. It was common 
courtesy to provide a meal or a bottle of wine for benefactors like the Perrots 
or dignitaries like the Bishop of St. Davids or the Deputy Lieutenants if they 
chanced to visit the town, which cost money but doubtless paid dividends also. 


A great bulk of the annual expenditure went on repairs to the town’s 
property and public buildings. Of these the most important was the shire-hall 
or guild-hall near St. Mary’s Church, where the Great Sessions, Quarter 
Sessions, borough courts and elections were held. The council chamber was a 
separate building over the north porch of St. Mary’s Church. Then there were 
the shambles and market to be kept clean and in good trim for the traders 
and buyers who paid tolls for their use. On the bridge stood the town’s alms- 
house where some of the poor were maintained out of the common stock or 
the money collected annually for that purpose. The bridge itself needed large- 
scale repairs from time to time, as in 1576 when a special rate was levied on the 
inhabitants to meet the expenditure of over £30. The main water supply came 
from two wells called the wells of St. Caradog and St. David whence the water 
was conveyed in lead pipes to the conduit in the centre of the town opposite 
the upper porch of St. Mary’s Church. The plumber and other workmen were 
often called in to keep the water works in order. The upkeep of the quay was 
a constant charge on public funds but although most of the merchandise bought 
and sold in the town was carried up and down the haven in ships there is no

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indication in the accounts that any revenue accrued to the town by way of 
quayage dues, apart from tolls paid on cargoes of apples which came yearly 
from the Forest of Dean area. So the quay had to be maintained out of other 
funds. By 1616 it was in a very dilapidated state, and had been in such decay for 
30 years that ‘no barque could ride safe there’, and some of the burgesses were 
presented at the Great Sessions because of the neglect of this public utility. 
This stirred the community into action, and in the summer the quay was rebuilt 
by voluntary and hired labour. In all, this voluntary effort saved the town 
£8 9s. od. The rest of the work had to be paid for — over £50 — towards which 
a rate was levied. Eight years later the total cost of this operation had not been 
cleared and the matter came before the chief justice of the Great Sessions who 
had to reprimand the mayor on the score of laxity in paying off the debt and 
passing proper accounts. The fine parish church of St. Mary was another charge 
upon the common fund, for the corporation held the rectory by lease of the 
Crown and made itself responsible for its maintenance and its services. Records 
of the church and its wardens abound in the archives. 


There were other items of expenditure, large and small, which helped to 
drain the common fund year after year — outlays on lectures and sermons 
(Haverfordwest had marked Puritan sympathies), the poor and the house of 
correction, apprentices, education, legal expenses, the militia, wages of town 
servants, taxes and subsidies, weights and measures, the town clock, charnel 
house, armour house, messengers, travel, stationery, and a score of other things 
which made the business of balancing the municipal budget a matter of constant 
concern and fiscal ingenuity. Reserves remained dangerously low throughout 
our period. Had it not been for the important and fairly substantial endowments 
to the community by four benefactors, the provision of such public services as 
the inhabitants enjoyed would have been even more difficult and uncertain. 
In 1580 Sir John Perrot made a grant in perpetuity of rents and property for 
the improvement of the town andthe repair of the streets, bridges, conduits, 
and quay. The education of the sons of poor burgesses was the purpose of the 
founding of the free grammar school by Thomas Lloyd in 1613. The William 
Vawer Charity of 1606 was endowed to relieve the poverty of five poor 
burgesses. In 1646 James Haward bequeathed lands to augment the revenue of 
the hospital to the extent of £20 a year.?® 


In a broad sense the machinery of urban government and the structure of 
economy and finance proved adequate enough in normal conditions. It was not 
until the time of the Civil War, and the outbreak of plague in the town towards 
the end of the period under review, that the common council felt the strain of 
managing the affairs of the community in exceptional circumstances. The 
remainder of this introduction is devoted to an account of these circumstances 
and the background to the main body of the documents calendared in this 
volume. 

Towards the end of 1642 Haverfordwest became embroiled in the conflict 


of the Civil War. By 2 November the town, like Pembroke and Tenby, was 
held for Parliament and garrisoned by the trained bands®° but no Poyer or even

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a Wyatt emerged there to make any spectacular show of resistance to the 
King’s supporters. The garrison had been placed there by direction of John 
Wogan and Sir Hugh Owen, members of parliament for the county and for the 
borough of Pembroke respectively, but the town’s own member, Sir John 
Stepney, from start to finish remained loyal in his staunch allegiance to the King. 
The Parliamentarians’ hold seems to have been extremely ineffectual, for 
towards the end of March 1643 the earl of Carbery was able to visit the town 
where he was officially entertained with wine and a hogshead of beer. What 
business he transacted there is not known. Sometime later a messenger was 
sent from the town to Carmarthen ‘concerning Captain [John] Butler’s 
threatening’ — clearly a threat to bring Royalist troops to take hold of the town. 
But before this materialised the mayor, on 22 May 1643, sent another messenger 
to tell Col. Rowland Laugharne of St. Brides, the Parliamentary leader in 
these parts, of the rumour of Prince Maurice’s coming. On 6 June Laugharne, 
who was probably in military control of the area, was in the town and was 
entertained by the mayor.*! The town contributed towards the charge of 
sending homewards the company of the Royalist ship The Hart, taken near 
Boulston, and entertaining the captain. At a later date, perhaps at the beginning 
of September, the mayor informed the Judges [of the Great Sessions] at 
Tenby that the soldiers had been withdrawn from Haverfordwest to Pembroke, 
which may be a reference to an action taken by Laugharne in his abortive 
attempt to recover Tenby which had fallen into Royalist hands on 30 August.?2 
On 5 September the mayor of Haverfordwest was summoned by Carbery to 
Tenby. Within a day or two the bells of Haverfordwest were ringing to mark 
the entry of Carbery to the town, and sack was drunk in his honour. By 
8 September Captain Butler’s company were moving in, and the town was 
garrisoned for the King by troops brought from Carmarthen by Sir Francis 
Lloyd, who arrived to the sound of welcoming church bells on 30 October. 
The common council and leading inhabitants signed a declaration of loyalty 
to the King.®? Sir John Stepney was made Governor. 


The town was forced to meet some of the expenses of the occupation and 
a tate of £60, and it seems another of £80,°4 were imposed on the inhabitants 
by Carbery, which was disbursed by the mayor to provide bread and cheese at 
the appointment of Captain John Gwyn, Royalist Governor of Tenby, and 
provisions for men employed at Pill fort in the Haven, the relief of prisoners 
and supplies for the six courts of guard. Only a part of this fund (something 
ovet £38 11s. 8d.) had been disbursed when the Royalists lost control of the 
town to the forces of Laugharne (aided by the fleet) who had spectacularly 
dislodged the opposing garrisons from their strongholds in the chief country 
houses and Pill fort in the early months of 1644. Laugharne occupied Haverford- 
west on 25 February and placed a garrison there.®° What the feelings of the 
burgesses were at this sudden change in events is not known. The government 
of the town went on as before, and the remainder of the special fund raised for

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Carbery was now used by the mayor to defray the expenses incidental to 
Laugharne’s occupation — the making and strengthening of bulwarks, walls, 
gates, and turnpikes, begun by Carbery, and the entertainment of Laugharne’s 
officers and men.°6 The quartering of soldiers was one of the heaviest burdens 
that fell upon the townspeople: for instance, complaint had to be made to 
Carbery that one of his captains pressed more soldiers on the town than he had 
ordered. 


Leaving a small garrison to hold the town, Laugharne left with his main 
force to attack Tenby, the only considerable place now held for the King in 
the county, and took it on 7 March 1644,°? and to press Carmarthen to submit 
to Parliament.3§ Yet within three months the Royalists were swiftly regaining 
their foothold in South Wales under their new commander, Col. Sir Charles 
Gerard. Haverfordwest was blockaded by the Royalists in the summer months, 
and they may have temporarily occupied the town, but it was not until the end 
of April 1645 that Gerard, after a successful campaign on the northern borders 
of the county, took over the town from the Parliamentarians, who withdrew 
to Tenby and Pembroke.?® The mayor delivered ros. od. in gold to Gerard 
‘to avoid his fury’ and £5 to his two trumpeters?® — a hint of the invidious 
position in which the hapless officials of the town found themselves in the 
see-saw and changing circumstances of civil war. A contribution of £30 per 
month was demanded by the Royalist Governor which was raised by loans 
from the chief burgesses and rates levied on the community.*! Apart from this 
burden the town suffered from the interruption of some of its trade: little or 
nothing was made out of the small tolls in 1644—5.** 


After the King’s defeat at Naseby on 14 June 1645, Gerard was recalled to 
England with a large part of his army, but he left a garrison at Haverfordwest. 
This weakening of the Royalist position in the county was the signal for 
Laugharne to assemble his forces out of Pembroke and Tenby to attack the 
Royalist army based on Haverfordwest. They clashed at Colby Moor on 
1 August 1645, when Laugharne inflicted a heavy defeat on his opponents, 
killing 150 and taking 7oo prisoners.4* He entered Haverfordwest next day 
and on 5 August he stormed the castle. Laugharne reported that he only lost 
2 men killed and 60 wounded in these encounters.44 By 13 September the 
whole of the county was in his hands. , 


Haverfordwest escaped the fighting of the second Civil War brought about 
by the surprising vo/te-face of Poyer, Powell, and Laugharne, when Tenby 
and Pembroke were held by them as leaders of the Royalist reaction, and 
besieged by the Parliamentarian forces under Col. Thomas Horton and

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Lt.-Gen. Oliver Cromwell in May—July 1648. Both Powell and Laugharne 
visited the town in that year — Powell on 27 March and Laugharne on 
29 April#® — when they were entertained by the mayor, although their 
new-found sympathies with the Royalist cause must have been common 
knowledge by then. A rate of £5 4s. 4d. was imposed on the inhabitants of the 
town on 7 April 1645, for the maintenance for a week of 84 prisoners captured 
hy Col. Rice Powell.46 In May 1648 the mayor and common council assured 
Cul. Horton that they had nothing to do with the raising of the forces, and that 
Haverfordwest was an open town and no garrison.4” The prolonged siege of 
Pembroke (¢irca 24 May-1o July) put a strain upon Cromwell’s sources of 
supply. He had no money and had little but bread and water for the Foot by the 
end of June. Haverfordwest played its part in alleviating his difficulties, as 
the town accounts show. Large quantities of beer and lead from the church and 
the armour house, and other provisions were sent to Carew for the leaguer.*§ 
After the fall of Pembroke there were further calls upon the town to succour 
the wounded, maintain prisoners, quarter soldiers, and entertain the officers.*® 
Special rates again had to be levied to meet these charges and also to demolish 
the castle in accordance with Cromwell’s orders of 12 and 14 July 1648.°° 
It cost the inhabitants {20 4s. 1od. to do their part of the demolition; the rest 
of the charge was levied in the hundreds of the county.5+ 


After the end of hostilities came the aftermath. It is clear from the records 
that the town was greatly impoverished as a result of military occupation and 
burdensome taxation, although some allowance must be made for special 
pleading in the petitions for relief addressed to Parliament and others. There 
can be little doubt that the County Committee was finding it difficult to levy 
the monthly assessments and arrears began to mount. To make matters worse, 
eatly in 1652 an outbreak of plague disrupted men’s lives in the town and 
continued into the next year. It was only in the previous year that the people 
of Haverfordwest had been called upon to subscribe towards the relief of their 
fellows in Tenby, similarly stricken by a pestilence.52 An emergency of this 
kind brought with it abnormal demands upon the resources of the community 
and strained the machinery and social services of urban government almost 
to breaking-point. What the nature of the sickness was is by no means clear, 
but it was highly infectious. Precautions against its spreading were quickly 
taken and infected houses were closed, the sick and their contacts being 
segregated behind locked doors and watched day and night by order of the 
common council. A breach of this regulation was an offence. Food was served 
to them from outside. To restrict the spread of the disease the mayor advised 
that contacts should identify themselves by carrying white rods. When the 
number of cases increased and with it the problem of medical care and feeding,

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a pest-house was opened where the poorer victims of the epidemic were 
isolated and cared for at the expense of the town. The better-off members of 
the community remained within their own doors, barred and chained from 
the outside, although some were admitted to the pest-house and maintained 
there at their own or friends’ expense. Men designated ‘tar coats’ — probably 
because they wore protective clothing impregnated with that antiseptic 
liquid — were employed to attend to the sick and bury the dead; they occupied 
a house specially set aside for them in the parish of St. Martins.5? There were 
other attendants at the pest-house, including a visiting woman, thought to have 
been sent there by providence, who was paid 6s. od. a week out of the town 
funds and left to join her friends in England in March 1653 after the sickness 
had subsided.*4 Professional medical care was in the hands of the town’s surgeon 
and a barber who also practised medicine in the old tradition of that craft: 
they were unfortunately at loggerheads at one stage.5> Another makeshift 
isolation hospital, sometimes called ‘the cleansing house’, had to be opened 
in a stable in Cokey Street (now City Road) to take the overflow of convalescent 
patients from the pest-house and some others when the plague was at its height. 
What the conditions were like in these pest-houses can only be imagined. 
They must certainly have been overcrowded at times and some patients, it 
seems, had only thatch for bedding.®* It was realised that a measure of cleanli- 
ness was desirable in the circumstances and lime, pitch, tar, and frankincense 
were used to ‘perfume’ the church, town hall, and other places of assembly.” 


Statistics for the full period of the plague are not available but there are 
enough in these records to show how severe the outbreak was. By the 20 May 
1652, there were 31 sick people in the pest-house, an average of (approximately) 
43 in June, 54 in July, 69 in August, 50 in September, 28 in October, dwindling 
from 17 at the beginning of November to 1 before the end of the month, but 
there was a temporary rise again,in December.°® The pest-house continued 
to be occupied by some sick persons under the care of an attendant until 
12 March 1653.59 Although figures in respect of persons who were in 
quarantine within their own houses are not recorded, some idea of the gravity 
of the situation in the town may be gathered from the fact that from 20 May 
to 2 October an average of nearly 400 sick and needy inhabitants outside the 
pest quarters were in receipt of relief. In the five months between October 1651 
and March 1652, 46 people died in Haverfordwest — an average of 9 a month. 
When the plague was raging there was a dramatic increase — in March 45 died, 
in April 30, in May 33, and in June 45, and in the first week of July 11. As 
many as 210 had died by early July. There are no figures available for the 
period from July to October when the pestilence was still taking its toll. 
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Another 100 may well have died in that period. The records also throw a good 
deal of light on the kind of food supplied to the various categories of sick and 
needy (probably the normal diet of the poorer classes).61 Medicines, drinks, 
fuel and other comforts are also mentioned.™ 


The cost of this civic operation to alleviate the sufferings of the poor soon 
emptied the reserve in the common coffer and was beyond the capacity of the 
normal service for the poor provided through the churchwardens, which 
continued to function during the period of the pestilence. A weekly rate of £5 
was levied upon the inhabitants to help to meet the situation. At the end of 
June it was claimed that it had cost the town {60 per month for six months 
to provide for the sick.*8 Appeals to the charity of the county at large brought 
in voluntary contributions of food and money from the various hundreds.* 
No one did more than Stephen Love, minister of the town, to organise these 
appeals. But charity of this kind was not enough to meet the full needs of the 
town, and after a good deal of pressure the justices of the peace were persuaded 
in July to order a rate of £80 a month to be levied on the inhabitants of the 
hundreds to relieve the continuing distress there.® 


Not only was a large proportion of the population laid low by the 
sickness but also scores of scared people who could afford to do so fled the 
town, including many of the municipal officers, which almost left it without 
government. Trade was severely affected because of the restrictions on the 
movement of people. Markets and fairs were cancelled or moved elsewhere. 
Tolls were not worth collecting. Already in difficulties with the levying of the 
monthly assessment imposed on the town by Parliament, the mayor and his 
council now found it to be beyond the capacity of the inhabitants, impoverished 
by the plague and the loss of trade, to meet this demand. In the middle of 
April the mayor decided to go in person to London to further the town’s 
petitions to Parliament for relief. Some unkind people accused him of running 
away from the plague. He remained there until the end of July endeavouring 
through personal contact to get Parliament, at the time preoccupied with 
affairs of greater moment, to consider the town’s case. His stay and efforts were 
of little immediate avail, even though prayers were said in some London 
churches for the stricken folk of Haverfordwest. It was not until November 
1653, after renewed pressure and lobbying, that a measure of relief came, and 
the tax was reduced from {60 a month to £25 and arrears remitted.** Although 
the worst was over, the effect of the pestilence, the burden of taxation, and the 
disruption of trade continued to worry the harassed corporation of 
Haverfordwest throughout the Commonwealth period and even into the 
Restoration period.

?Hugh Carne, mercer, all of Haverfordwest. On 25 January Folander appeared 
before the mayor and council and affirmed all the premises to be true and that 
he would justify their [ ?-truth].

Acts made in the town and county of Haverfordwest by Hugh Harriez, 
mayor, William ap Rees, sheriff, Richard William, mercer, and Ryc[hard] 
Hygday, shoemaker, bailiffs, and Moris Walter, shoemaker, and John Penry, 
‘kerver’, sergeants, with the assent of all his brethren or the most part of 
them. : 


i. An act that no man shall keep any cattle upon the commons of 
Portfyld unless he be a burgess. 


Forasmuch as the commons of Portefyld have been always overcharged 
by the cattle of foreigners and inhabitants not being burgesses by reason 
whereof the cattle of the burgesses were famished, it is ordered that if any 
foreigner or inhabitant not being a burgess do keep or pasture cattle upon the 
said commons or fields they shall pay for every head there taken for a fine 4d., 
the one half to the taker or distrainer and the other half to the chamber. Added 
in later hand: ox the cattle to be kept impounded until the fine be paid (Emended 
in an Elizabethan hand, with marginal addition: Ordered that no burgess shall 
keep on the commons above 4 heads of his own cattle. All cattle exceeding 
that number shall be impounded by the beadle and the owner fined 4d. per 
head.) 


ii. An act for the order of the whole council of the town. 


Where the twenty-four of the council in times past have been negligent in 
obeying the summons of the mayor, it is enacted that upon lawful summons 
by the sergeant sent by the mayor they shall appear upon an hour or day’s 
warning. For every default or non-appearance they shall pay a fine of 3s. 4d., 
having no lawful excuse or licence, the fine to be levied upon their goods, 
lands or cattles without redemption to the use of the chamber by the sheriff, 
bailiffs, sergeants or constables at the choice or commandment of the mayor, 
they for their pains taking 4d. of each fine levied.

iii An act that none of the council shall make suit for the releasing 
or pardoning of any forfeiture done within the town, so that the said 
forfeiture be lawfully seized. 


Where in times past there have been great fines taxed and lost and great 
forfeitures forfeited which should come to the chamber of the town but 
contrary to the common wealth the mayors and their officers have taken the 
same to their own private use and also have released them at their own will 
and the suit of their brethren of the council, therefore it is enacted that no fine 
or forfeiture shall be released by the mayor at the suit of any of his brethren or 
any other person upon the pain of deposition of the said mayor and disgrading 
him of his burgess-ship and that the fines and forfeitures shall be levied and 
paid to the use of the chamber. 


The Elizabethan hand has drawn a deleting line through this act and written in the 
margin: And it is further agreed that if any fine be lawfully assessed and taxed 
by the mayor for the time being and the most part of his brethren upon any 
person or persons being burgess of the same town or any other, it shall not be 
lawful for the mayor to discharge the same of himself without the like consent 
of the most part of his brethren, and if he shall so do then he to pay for a fine to 
the use of the town the double value of the said fine so assessed to be levied on 
his goods and chattels by way of distress by the appointment of the next mayor 
then following, and if the said next mayor be found negligent therein then 
he to pay the same of his own goods and chattels. 


iv. An act that no stranger or foreigner buy any manner of wares or 
merchandises within the town or precincts of the same unless he do 
buy it of a burgess. ; 


Where in times past all foreigners and strangers did use to buy all manner 
of wares and merchandises coming to the town to be sold within the liberties 
to the great hinderance and damages of the burgesses, it is enacted that no 
person being a stranger or foreigner buy any manner of wares of the staple or 
other wares not being staple or any other manner of merchandises coming within 
the town to be sold upon pain of forfeiture, one half to the seizer and the other 
half to the chamber. 


v. An act that no foreigner shall be burgess of the town. 


Where before this time mayors have made foreigners burgesses, not 
inhabiting nor dwelling within the town, for friendship or covetousness for 
some lucre to be had for the making of them, who have done great hinderance 
to the liberties and the burgesses by the reason that they were privy what the 
common wealth of the town was, it is enacted that henceforth no foreigners 
shall be burgesses but that they be always called foreigners and not burgesses 
and henceforth to be disgraded for ever and not to enjoy the liberties of the 
town. If any mayor do contrary to this act he shall be deposed of his mayoralty 
and another put in his room and also be disgraded of his burgess-ship. The 
houses of Haroldyston and Prendregaste are excepted at the will and pleasure 
of the mayor and his brethren. Marginal note in the later hand: 'To be entered 
again. 
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vi. An act for selling of candles by the pound and half pound. 


Where before this time covetous persons for their own lucre and private 
advantage have bought tallow and made candles to be sold which were brought 
to such a price by the outrageous buying of the tallow and the outrageous selling 
of the candles that the poor burgesses were scant able to buy a pound of the 
candles, it is enacted that henceforth no person or persons sell candles but by 
the lb. or half lb., nor sell the candles above 24d. the lb., and 14d. the half b., 
nor sell them by ‘pennardes nor halportes’ [pennyworths, halfpennyworths] 
upon pain of fine of 12d. the half lb., 2s. the whole pound, 12d..the ‘halporte’ 
and 2s. the ‘pennard’, the fines to be levied to the use of the chamber without 
redemption or pardoning by the sheriff, bailiffs or sergeants. 


vii. An act that the sheriff, bailiffs, sergeants and recorder shall be always 
attendant upon the mayor in doing of their duties. 


Where in times past the sheriff, bailiffs, sergeants and [recorder deleted] 
town clerk [substituted in later hand| did not give their attendance upon the 
mayor as they ought to, it is enacted that they shall give their attendance upon 
the mayor in going to the market, church and court and other places and home 
to his house and especially upon holidays, court days and market days, upon the 
pain of fine of 3s. upon every default having no lawful excuse or licence by the 
mayor, the fine to be levied to the use of the chamber by such officers as the 
mayor shall appoint. Inv the margin: stet. 


viii. An act that no foreigner shall sell candles within the town. 


Where before this time foreigners and strangers were wont to sell candles 
within the town to the damage of the candle sellers and commonalty of the 
same, it is enacted that henceforth they shall not do so upon pain of forfeiture 
of the candles, one moiety to the seizer and the other moiety to the chamber. 

ix. Anact that there shall be no corn bought before the hour of xi of the 
clock. 


It is agreed that no corn or grain, viz., wheat, barley, rye, oats great or small 
oats, peas and beans, be bought before xi of the clock by any of the burgesses or 
inhabitants. Fine: 12d. for every bushel so bought, the third part of the fine to 
the informer if it may be proved, the remainder to the chamber. In margin : stet. 


x. An act that no foreigner shall buy corn before xii of the clock. 


It is agreed that no foreigner buy any of the said corn or grain before 
xii at the clock and for that they must ask licence of the mayor, upon pain of 
forfeiture of the said corn so bought, one half of the forfeiture to the seizer 
and the other half to the use of the chamber, and also that no foreigners having 
corn of their own shall buy any corn ? or grain aforesaid upon the pain of 
forfeiture. End altered in Elizabethan hand to read: ... shall buy any corn at all 
unless it be for seed and that they bring so much in quantity of their own corn 
- to the market to be sold instead thereof upon the pain of forfeiture of the corn 
which they shall so buy to be presently sold and distributed as aforesaid.

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xi. An act that no flesh or fish or other victual be bought before the hour 
of viii at the clock. 


It is agreed that no person whether he be a burgess or inhabitant living 
within the liberties or a foreigner shall buy any victuals before viii at the clock. 
Fine: 12d. of every person offending within or without the liberties, to be 
forthwith paid and levied, the third part to the informer and the two parts to 
the use of the common coffer. Emendation in Elizabethan hand : fine to be levied 
on his goods or to be imprisoned for the same at the discretion of the mayor. 
In margin: stet. 


xii. An act that no one shall buy any manner of the said victuals by the 
way nor in the streets nor at their doors nor within their houses. 


It is agreed that no person or persons, burgess, foreigner or stranger, shall 
buy any of the said victuals by the way [added in later hand: coming to the 
market], at their doors, within their doors or houses nor coming to the market 
by any manner of means, craft or subtlety as they were wont to do in bags or 
‘cawelles’ upon pain wt supra. Marginal notes in Elizabethan hand: join this to the 
other before and stet. 


xiii. An act that there shall no sheep nor goats go nor pasture upon the 
commons of Portefyld. 


Where in times past sheep and goats have been going and pasturing upon 
the commons, as well of burgesses and inhabitants as also of strangers and 
foreigners, devouring the pasture and furze and destroying the most part of the 
hedges of the closes of the burgesses, it is enacted that henceforth no sheep or 
goats of burgesses, inhabitants or foreigners shall go or pasture on the 
commons. Fine: 1d. for every head so doing, one half to the taker and the other 
to the chamber. In margin: Note to confer of this. 


xiv. An act that no furze be hewed upon the commons of Portefyld for 
four years. 


Where before this time covetous persons of the burgesses and also the 
inhabitants for their singular lucre and advantage have hewed, destroyed and 
sold the said furze to the great loss of the whole common wealth of the town, 
the commons having been given of old for a common wealth and not for a 
singular and private wealth, it is enacted that no burgess or inhabitant 
henceforth during the space of four years shall hack, hew or cast down any 
furze of the commons nor after the four years shall hew the furze to be sold to 
any person but only to hew it for their own occupying to brew or to bake, 
not to sell the ale and the bread so brewed and baked but to occupy it for the 
use of their houses. Further enacted that no common baker or common brewer 
shall hew the furze at any time but that they shall buy their furze for their own 
money where they may get it. Fine: 3s. 4d. upon every person doing contrary to 
this act as often as they offend, one moiety of the fine to be to the informer and 
the other to the chamber, to be levied on their goods and chattels, and if they 
have none to remain in prison until the fine be paid without bail or mainprise. 
In margin: stet. 
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xv. An act that no fern shall be [hacked on the commons]. 


It is agreed that no fern shall be hacked, hewed or sold on the commons 
in the manner declared in xiv above. Deleted and vacat written in the margin in the 
same hand. 


xvi. An act for the assise of bread, ale, meth, metheglin, bragget and beer. 


Where in times past brewers and bakers have taken excessive gains contrary 
to justice and the statutes, it is enacted that no brewers, bakers, meth or 
metheglin makers dwelling within the town shall sell ale, beer, bragget, bread, 
meth or metheglin but after the assise following, viz., a gallon of ale and beer 
for 24d., the pottle 1}d., the quart $d., and to be sold for a gallon 5 London 
quarts, the half gallon 24 London quarts, and a quart after the rate, and bragget 
4d. the gallon and 1d. a London quart, and a gallon of metheglin for 12d., the 
pottle 6d., the quart 3d., the pint 14d. and the penny pot 1d., and also of meth 
a gallon 8d., the pottle 4d., the quart 2d., and the half quart called a pint 1d.; 
and further for the assise of bread according always to the discretion of the 
mayor; upon the pain of a fine of 12d. for every gallon, pottle, quart or pint 
sold contrary to this act, to be levied to the use of the chamber, and if offenders 
have no goods they to be committed to prison there to remain without bail or 
mainprise until the fine be paid or a ‘possett’ for the same. Further enacted 
that burgesses or inhabitants before and after this time, being common bakers 
or brewers and sellers of bread, ale, etc., who will not sell bread, ale, beer, 
bragget, meth and metheglin and brew and bake as they were wont to do unto 
the king and queen’s subjects and keep the said assise, shall not bake or brew 
ot sell bread, ale, etc., upon the pain of disgrading and losing their freedom, 
and if they desire after their disgrading to come in again they shall pay a fine 
of 40s. and to be bound to conform to this act, and after if they do contrary to 
be disgraded for ever and to be put out of town. Furst six lines altered in 
Elizabethan hand and meth and metheglin makers deleted at beginning. In margin: 
stet. 


xvii. An act that no foreigner‘shall buy corn or wool without licence of 
the mayor. 


Where in time past foreigners and strangers used to buy corn in the market 
of the town, having sufficient corn of their own for the maintenance of their 
household and family, and bring it in the market at a great dearth and high 
ptice and also buy wool in the market and precinct of the town to the great 
damages of the burgesses, and also where the burgesses and inhabitants used 
to buy corn and wool for the said foreigners to the loss of the rest of the 
burgesses, it is enacted that foreigners and strangers shall not buy corn in the 
market having sufficient corn of their own and as long as they have any corn 
of their own in their haggards until that corn be spent, and then to have licence 
to the maintenance aforesaid if they do lack, upon pain of forfeiture of the said 
corn and wool, one half to the seizer and the other half to the use of the 
chamber. The burgesses and inhabitants shall not buy corn or wool to the use 
above written nor receive corn and wool bought by the foreigners into their 
houses, upon the pain of their disgrading or a fine of 4os. to be levied on their 
- goods and chattels, one half to the informer and the other half to the use of the 
chamber. ; 
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xiii, An act that the rents of the chamber and of the mills be always kept 
and used for a common wealth and to no other use or commodity. 


Where in times past the said rents were always turned and occupied for no 
common wealth but only to such uses as the rent gatherers or receivers thought 
most best for their purpose, it is enacted that the said rents shall always be 
gathered and paid to the wealth of the commonalty. In margin at the beginning 
in the later hand: Nota this must be laid out as the town shall have occasion to 
use it by the commandment of the mayor with the consent of most of his 
brethren. 


xix. An act that dunghills, miskins and gutters be avoided and amended. 


Where before this time there have been and yet are dunghills, miskins 
and gutters kept within the town and liberties, a filthy thing to be seen in the 
streets, it is enacted that henceforth there shall be no such dunghills, etc., there 
that shall be a nuisance to the king’s subjects, but they shall be avoided and 
amended between this and 1 May next [1555], that is to say that every burgess 
having any dunghills, miskins or gutters upon his front shall make them clean, 
and so always keep the front clean and amend the gutters if need be. Fine: 
10s. to be levied to the use of the chamber as oft as they break this act. 


xx. An act that the streets of the town must be paved. 


It is agreed that every man shall pave his front and convey the gutters of 
his front underground between this and the feast of the Nativity of St. John 
the Baptist next and keep them so upon fine of tos. for each offence against 
this act. 


xxi. An act concerning the buying of ale, meth and metheglin. 


It is agreed that no burgess or inhabitant henceforth shall give or pay for 
a gallon of ale but 24d., for a gallon of metheglin 12d., for a gallon of meth 8d., 
upon pain of a fine of 12d. the gallon, 12d. the pottle, 12d. the quart, 12d. the 
half quart and 12d. the penny pot as oft as they pay above the said assise, if they 
do not give informations against them that sell above the assise and declare 
further that they could not have any of the said ale, metheglin or meth except 
that they would give above the said assise. Fines to be levied to the use of the 
chamber, and if offenders have no goods, lands or chattels to be distrained they 
shall be put in prison there to remain without bail or mainprise until they pay 
the fine. 


xxii. An act for buying of candles. 

It is agreed that no burgess or inhabitant give nor pay for a lb. of candles 
above 24d. the ib., and 14d. the half lb., nor buy candles but by the lb., upon the 
pain of a fine of 12d. the half lb., and 2s. the lb. if they give above the said assise, 
to be levied as in xxi above unless they give informations that they cannot buy 
the candles unless they give above the assise. 
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xxiii. An act that no burgess or inhabitant buy any manner of corn in the 
market of Haverford for to sell the said corn again. 


Where in times past burgesses and inhabitants were wont to buy corn in 
the market in gross and sell it again whereby the corn was enhanced to a great 
price or dearth, it is enacted that henceforth they shall not buy the said corn to 
sell it again except it be in malt (/ater insertion: to be brewed in their house), 
ale or bread upon pain of a fine of 12d. for every bushel proved to be sold 
contrary to this act, one half to the informer and the other half to the use of 
the chamber to be levied as in xxi above. In margin: stet. 


xxiv. An act of a fine for the breaking of the assise of bread. 


It is agreed that if any baker breaks any assise made by the mayor according 
to the statutes of the realm he shall pay a fine of 12d. for every bushel baked 
contrary to the assise to be levied as in xvi above. 


xxv. An act that the mayor shall call all officers and all accountants, etc., in 
arrearages to account. 


Where in times past sheriffs, bailiffs, reeves, sergeants, receivers, rent 
gatherers of the chamber lands and the mill rents have been negligent in 
gathering of the rents and slower in making of their accounts and payments, 
and also where the town is at fee-farm the profits, casualties, fines and all 
ametcements the farm paid ought of right come to the chamber for the common 
wealth but contrary to the same the mayors, bailiffs and sergeants before this 
time have taken the profits, etc., to their own commodity, it is enacted that 
the mayor with six of his brethren as need shall require shall always hereafter 
call all mayors, sheriffs, bailiffs, sergeants, reeves and rent gatherers with the 
receivers of the same to a reckoning and account and if any of them be found in 
atreatages upon their accounts that they pay the same arrearages or a “possett’ 
or a gage for the same and in default of payment to be put in prison, there to 
remain without bail or mainprise until they pay the arrearages. 


xxvi. An act for the continuance of certain acts and ordinances in the 
town. 


Where on 8 November 1538 an act was made that if any person did take 
any burgage or lands of the bailiffs to rent bearing and will not pay the rent at 
the days appointed the bailiffs shall distrain his goods, price them and sell them 
for the payment of the rent; also another act was made in the town on 24 May 
1541 that no burgess buy any salt of any ship or vessel to sell it again unless he 
first cellar it and then sell it again at his will and pleasure unless he lade it ina 
boat or boats and so to go with it out of the haven and to sell it at his pleasure 
where he will; also another act of the same date that no burgess should sue one 
another but only before the mayor unless it be in the default of justice, upon 
the pain of a fine of 4os.; also another act of the same date that no person 
dwelling within the town should buy hides or sheep skins by the way or at their 
doors or within their houses unless the same be brought to the market and 
remain there until nine o’clock and then every man to buy at his will and 
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pleasure, upon the pain of 4os. the hide and gos. the skin [the which act was 
only made for the market day but it is enacted that henceforth it should apply 
on other days of the week also de/eted]; another act of the same date that no 
person shall buy any wool before 12 o’clock, upon pain of a fine of 4o0s.; another 
act made 17 November 1546 that no swine should go in the streets or within 
the gates of the town, upon the pain ofa fine of [ _| for every head so taken, 
one half to the informer and the other to the use of the chamber ; it is enacted 
that all these acts shall be revived and continued and shall be observed in all 
things contained in them. 


xxvii. An act concerning forfeitures lawfully seized: if any suit be against it 
the costs shall be borne upon the chamber. 


It is enacted that the chamber shall bear the charges of all suits and costs 
if any suit be made by any person within the liberties or without against the 
lawful seizing of forfeitures and taking of fines by the mayor or his officers or 
any other person dwelling within the town for breaking any of the acts contained 
in this book. In margin: stet and this is fit to be agreed on. 


To these acts the mayor and his brethren or the most part of them have 
put their hands and signs and written their names. No signatures.

Ordinance made at the guildhall by the mayor and council. Before this 
time the making of friezes and ‘fullclothes’ within the town has been not only 
a great commodity to the common wealth of the town but also the inhabitants 
in times past have had their living thereby, which now is utterly almost decayed. 
The occasion of the decay is that burgesses and inhabitants convey and sell 
wool and woollen yarn out of the town to strangers and foreigners. For remedy 
thereof it is ordered that no burgesses or inhabitants shall sell or convey out of 
the town to any stranger or foreigner any kind of wool or woollen yarn except

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it be first made in cloth. Offenders shall forfeit to the use of the chamber 6s. 8d. 
for every stone of wool or yarn so conveyed, and remain in the town gaol at the 
commandment of the mayor or the deputy with the assent of the council or the 
most part of them until the fine is paid. The party offending will be repugnant 
to this ordinance; he will be forthwith distrained, discharged and put from 
his burgess-ship and freedoms till he pay such fines.

Deed of incorporation of the glovers and whittawers granted by Sir John 
Parott, mayor, with the consent of the burgesses and council to John Webb, 
Richard Browen, Richard Taylor, George Mychell, Ievan Gwillim, Anthony 
Harrys, and John Hore, burgesses, glovers and whittawers. 


The glovers undertake to pay yearly 4os. to the use of the chamber to be 
levied by distraint or imprisonment without bail and to choose their master 
and wardens on 25 March yearly by whom all things concerning their craft shall 
be ruled and amended and shall have authority by the mayor, etc., to discharge 
from their occupation all not sufficiently instructed or have servants or journey- 
men fot sufficiently instructed. Any person of that occupation disobeying 
any orders concerning the occupation, being presented before the mayor and 
his brethren and further examined, shall be expulsed from the occupation if 
by the master and wardens it may be thought good. 


No person other than glovers and whittawers shall occupy that occupation 
in houses, shops or other places, privy or apert, within the town, nor any 
burgess nor stranger set up that occupation without licence of the master 
and wardens upon pain of 20s., one half to remain to the use of the chamber 
and the other to the occupation. 


No person except the glovers afore authorized within the town shall buy 
any sheep skins upon forfeiture of the same and 12d. fine for every skin bought

Deed of incorporation of the craft of feltmakers between Morris Walter, 
mayor, the sheriff, bailiffs and burgesses on the one part and Hugh Hote, 
Griffithe Nicholas, Harrie Liche and Richard Hughes, feltmakers, on the other 
part. 


Before this time great deceit has been used in making very ill felts and 
for better order to be had for making good hats the fraternity shall be 
incorporated and known as the brotherhood of feltmakers’ craft. 


No master of the craft shall take any stranger born out of the Queen’s 
realm to work the craft or as prentice or journeyman without licence of the 
masters and wardens of the craft upon pain of forfeiting {10 to be levied by the 
wardens of the goods of the offender to be prized by two or four burgesses of 
the town and entered in the town books of the hundred court before the 
mayor. If the offender does not acquit the distress within fifteen days then the 
wardens may sell the distress and the {10 to be distributed to the maintenance 
of the occupation. 


No stranger shall come into the town to occupy the craft or sell wares 
upon pain to forfeit £20 to be levied as aforesaid or failing distress the mayor 
to commit the offender to ward until he make payment and not be discharged 
without licence of the wardens. No stranger shall sell in the town any felts or 
hats without agreement first with the wardens, fair time only excepted, upon 
forfeit of 20s. as oft as he shall offend to be levied as aforesaid and remain to 
the company. 


No man shall set up the craft within the town though he has been there 
prentice for seven years fully without buying of his years of prenticeship, nor 
he that has been a master’s son except he pay the craft ros. It shall be lawful 
for him that shall marry a master’s widow or daughter to set up the occupation, 
paying the wardens 2os. 


\ 
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If any stranger who has not been an apprentice within the town come to 
set up the craft he shall first come to the wardens with his ‘spannishe and 
estrege woll’ and in one of their shops make two hats, one thin and one strong, 
and if he show himself to be a sufficient workman then he [is] to give a breakfast 
to the occupation before his Setting up and pay the wardens £5 and if he be not 
a sufficient workman he shall not be admitted. 


No person of the craft or any other sha]l in any place in the town but only 
in their shops and houses sell any felts or hats upon pain of forfeiting 20s., 
the fair day only excepted. 


The wardens shall once a month search every feltmaker’s house for 
unlawful ware and all such felts found the wardens may burn. Penalty: 6s. 8d. 


No person shall be admitted to the occupation but within the 12 days of 
Christmas and if the wardens be found negligent [in this] they forfeit £5. 


Any master who has once refused the said occupation, not paying quarterly 
all duties as he ought, and seeks admission to the occupation again shall pay all 
such sums of money as though he had never been a master before he be suffered 
to set up. 


No journeyman servant shall depart out of his master’s service without 
licence of his master or some lawful cause nor to wander the streets a day or 
mote, nor depart within a month of his master’s service unless he give his master 
15 days warning. Penalty 3s. 4d. to be levied as aforesaid or the mayor commit 
his body to prison until he pay. No master shall provoke nor ‘stocke’ any servant 
out of another master’s service nor put them to work without licence of his 


master and the journeyman shall give notice to his master as is aforesaid on pain 
of Ios. 


Every master shall yearly pay to the sustentation of the poor of the craft 
16d. and every journeyman 8d. to be levied quarterly, and every journeyman, 
being a stranger, at his incoming 2s. and afterwards yearly 2s. as aforesaid, 
the money to be levied by the wardens. 


Every master shall come at all sessions and times to Feltmakers’ Hall as 
they shall be required by the wardens on pain of 3s. 4d. and no man shall depart 
the hall before the wardens without their licence upon like pain and every 
journeyman to do the same upon pain of 20d. without forgiveness. 


If any journeyman depart from his master in default of payment of his 
wages or otherwise he shall come before the wardens and show how much his 
master owes him and then both shall abide the order of the wardens, upon pain 
Of 35..4d. 


Once every yeat on 8 July they shall choose two wardens who shall not 
refuse to be sworn to execute all things and make true account of all forfeits 
that shall come to their hands, any persons that refuse to forfeit 5s. to the use 


aforesaid. The wardens shall yearly pay 13s. 4d. unto the divine service of God, 
arrears to be distrained. 
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If the wardens resort to Mr. Mayor to desire to have a jail to punish 
offenders, the mayor and sheriff shall suffer them to have a jail without paying 
jail fees. No man of the occupation shall arrest or sue any other man of the 
occupation before the mayor or other judge without complaint first to the 
wardens and they to make a final end, and if they may upon the pain of 6s. 8d. 
to be levied as aforesaid. 


It shall be lawful for the wardens and the rest of the masters to assemble 
as often as they think good to constitute orders touching their occupation, 
not being repugnant to the laws nor hurtful to the common wealth of the town, 
to stand in as full power as if recited in this corporation. 


If any question arise between the masters and wardens and others of the 


- occupation wherein they cannot agree among themselves, the same shall be 
reserved to the final determination of the mayor and council.

Informations exhibited to the President and Council of the Marches by 
Thomas Atkynns, esq., the Queen’s attorney, against Hughe Gwyn, gent. 


An information was exhibited to his Lordship [the Earl of Pembroke] 
against Hugh Gwyn for his disobedience towards the mayor, being deputy 
lieutenant, and other commissioners for musters on 7 November [1587] as 
they were mustering the inhabitants of the town, and for lewd opprobrious 
words used unto them, enforcing them to give over their service at that time. 
For which misdemeanours, by that court examined and voluntarily by Gwyn 
confessed, order was taken by his Lordship at Ludlow on 9 December 1587 
that Gwyn be committed to ward at the porter’s lodge in irons until he paid 
£100 fine and £6 13s. 4d. costs and entered into a bond of £100 with sureties 
to be of good behaviour and appear at all time upon Pmonition of 8 days to 
him or his sureties given and at every appearance not to depart without 
special licence of his Lordship; and within 30 days of his enlargement 
out of ward to submit himself to the jail of the sheriff of Haverfordwest 
and remain there until in the guild-hall in public assembly upon his knees, 
having on one of his legs a shackle, before the mayor and commissioners he 
should acknowledge his offence and crave their pardon for his offence. 


Which order (albeit it answered the greatness of the offence) his Lordship 
and Council, of hope of Gwyn’s reformation and at his petition, mitigated and 
granted a further order at Bewdley the 14 June 1588 that Gwyn should in the 
town hall within 40 days in open court say that, whereas the Queen authorized 
the Lord President, her Heutenant, and he deputed the mayor and others his 
deputies for muster causes, he has offended that authority for which he is sorry 
and will not hereafter do the like. Notwithstanding this mitigation, far from 
repenting and most willing to continue his disorders, Gwyn quarrelled with 
the mayor on a court day at the guild-hall on 2 July last for lack of justice in a 
private cause he had then depending which on examination appeared was 
neglected by his attorney and John Lloid his agent. The mayor then declaring 
his Lordship’s first order, required performance or discharge thereof. Gwyn said 
he had procured a discharge, the copy of which he would not show the justices 
but said if they desired to see it they may resort to the Council. And thereupon 
said, ‘If I have offended the Lord President I am sorry for it, but as for you that 
sit there I care not for you, neither do I crave your good wills. You have done 
the worst you can against me already and that you have done you have done 
without authority for which you shall answer hereafter’. Which order Gwyn 
has wilfully broken [to the] contempt of his Lordship and the court and there 
remains no hope that ever he will recall himself. Command him to answer.

Interrogatories ministered by Thomas Atkings, esq., Her Highness’s 
attorney, for the examination of Hughe Gwin, gent., defendant, and the 
latter’s examination upon the same at Carmarthen. 
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In his answers Gwin agrees that he was at the court in the guild-hall in 
July last; on first coming to the hall he uncovered his head in passing the 
mayor and afterwards covered it seeing others do the like until the mayor went 
to hold court and then he was uncovered; refuses to answer whether he 
quarrelled with the mayor touching a cause of his against David Jordan and © 
Owen Nashe in which he claimed wrong was offered him by the mayor, the 
question not being pertinent; refuses to answer whether betwixt his enlargement 
out of the porter’s lodge and 2 July he declared he had procured an absolute 
discharge of the [first] order; by way of submission he said the words laid down 
in the order [see No. zo01b] as he remembered them without sight of the copy, 
but did not perform the former order of the court as he was only to perform the 
latter one; refuses to answer whether Jenken Davies, alderman, used any words 
to him before the mayor moved him [Gwyn] to perform the order and he 
[Gwyn] said he had a discharge and whether Davies later taunted or threatened 
him; refuses to answer the questions about the discharge and the first order 
and the words he used to the mayor, saying they were impertinent to the 
matter.

William Gwine [esq.], being mayor [1549] calling himself chamberlain 
(which in truth he was not), with three others made a lease to himself for 99 
years of a close called Burton Hill of which the corporation was seised. 
Doubting whether the lease would hold, he confederated three years after with 
Richard Howell [the elder, merchant], then mayor, likewise by the name of 
mayor and chamberlain, that the latter should grant a new lease [No. 195 dated 
20 August 1552] for 99 years at a rent of 6s. 8d. No lease should be granted 
except in the name of the corporation, viz., mayor, sheriff, bailiffs and burgesses, 
granted by Richard II; other leases void in law. Suffered lessees to enjoy the 
close so long because they thought lessees were but tenants at will. On the death 
of one of the aldermen who consented to the lease the counterpane, which 
now is to be shown, was found in his coffer four or five years ago; since, the 
corporation entered into the close and have been in quiet possession half a year. 
Of late interrupted by Thomas Tucker in the name of the plaintiff. 


About ten years past commissioners found that the close was concealed 
land which was then granted by the Crown to John Harbart and Andrewe 
Palmer who granted it to John Perrott and he to feoffees to the use of the 
corporation. Feoffees entered the close about three years past, and about March 
past ploughed and sowed part of it. Tucker sowed the rest unknowing to the 
feoffees. Sir John Perrott sent for both parties; he thought Tucker’s right was 
to none effect, willed him to take end with the town without law and desired 
the town to deal friendly with him and forgive rents he owed. Both parties 
agreed, after the mayor had examined it, to compromit the cause to the hearing 
of the two Justices for co. Pembrock as appears by bonds [No. 1363 dated 
3 March 1588/9]. But Tucker, partly doubting his right, absented himself from 
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the hearing. The feoffees continued their possession and at harvest time reaped 
the corn of both sides and carried it to a place adjoining where it remains in 
safety, in so much that they think this sufficient for their possession and that 
Gwine ought not be be ‘stauld’ to the possession of the close.

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None ought to be sent to the place of their birth or habitation but such 
as are vagrant or wandering, and not any that have dwelling in any parish or be 
settled with their parents or others in any parish though they beg in the same 
parish. 

The husband, wife and children that are vagrant, being born in several 
parishes, must be dealt with in this manner: The wife must go to the husband 
to the parish where he was born and not be divided the one from the other. 
Children of seven years of age must, after they are whipped, be sent to the 
parishes where they were severally born, but those under seven, because they 
are not within the degree of vagabonds, must go with their parents. Where 
there are multitudes of poor through idleness which, if they should be relieved 
wholly by charity, would [be more] burthensome than the better sort are able 
to bear, it is most convenient that the children betwixt seven and sixteen be put 
to prentice and especially to husbandry whereof there is great lack in most 
places.

Apprentices, who must be at least twenty-four at the end of their seven 
years’ apprenticeship, shall be registered in hall. To become members they 
(and the sons of members) must give 10s. to the company and a breakfast. 
On the death of a master his wife if practising the craft shall take over the 
apprentice, otherwise he shall be transferred tu another master. Masters 
teaching unregistered apprentices shall pay a fine of £5. Fine for inveigling 
a journeyman or servant from his master 6s. 8d. No freeman of the trade shall 
keep more than three apprentices and six journeymen; fine for every servant 
above that number 12d. per day. No alien or stranger born beyond the sea shall 
be employed without licence; fine £10. 

No foreigner or stranger, notwithstanding he has been brought up in the 
trade in any other town, shall set up the trade here unless he be resiant and also 
have a testimonial as to his apprenticeship and good name and pays £20 for his 
freedom within twelve days and bestows a breakfast on the company, except 
he marry a widow or a daughter of a freeman of the company and then he shall 
be admitted on payment of {10 and a dinner; fine 20s. a day for so trading 
without compounding. 

No master shall set up any standing or show of wares (unless it be erected 
directly above his shop or ‘boulke’) in open street to sell wares except on fair 
days; fine 20s. for each offence. 

Any master that makes hats or felts of any other man’s wool not inhabiting 
within the town, unless made in the former’s shop, shall forfeit 20s. for each 
offence. 

No person, notwithstanding his apprenticeship in the town, shall set up 
for himself in the town without compounding with the company for his 
freedom; fine 10s. for every day so offending. Neither shall such person be 
admitted to the company by the masters and wardens but only within twelve 
days of the Christmas holidays; masters and wardens so offending shall forfeit

Wardens shall give notice of meetings to every master of the trade; fine 12d. 
Absentees without licence fined 2s. Any member who will forwardly behave 
himself in the assemblies or depart before they are ended shall forfeit 2s. 


Wardens shall take ready money or silver gages or good sureties for such 
fines as shall be due for the freedom of every freeman admitted. At their election 
wardens shall enter into a bond in £40 to the masters to keep proper accounts; 
fine for refusal £5 to be levied by the masters who within a fortnight after their 
year is expired shall be accountable for moneys received of the wardens to the 
succeeding master, upon pain of {10. Wardens shall collect fines and dues, 
distrain for the same if necessary, and sell distresses if payment be not made 
within days. Failing goods and chattels, wardens shall commence suit in the 
town court for recovery of the debts. 


The company covenant to pay 13s. 4d. yearly to the mayor and corporation. 


Controversies arising out of the ordinances in this charter shall be 
amended by the mayor and common council or in default by the justices of 
assize.

Acquainted the brethren with the certificate and plot Canon sent by his 
man Paramour. Seemed at first to dislike it, as Canon has certified 20 muskets 
which before were but 10, 10 calivers, before 20, and 20 corselets, before but 
15, and still reserves the 5 halberds so that his number besides the 10 pioneers 
is 55. Upon the writer’s promise that no man shall be overburdened when the 
books shall be made up, they yielded to it. ‘We’ have sent it to ‘my lord 
president’, subscribed according to Canon’s direction with the writer’s and the 
late mayor’s names, only the quantity of powder being altered from 350 lb. 
weight to 150 lb. to which he doubts not Canon will consent. The town is 
poorer than it has been and therefore to be eased rather than overcharged. 
Canon knows that neither the late mayor nor himself can warrant this certificate 
because they are not privy to what has been done in the muster books. Requests 
Canon to send the books with his directions for their enrolment lest in his 
absence the writer be called upon by any from the king or the lords. The excuse 
that Canon has the books will be no good answer, yet ‘we’ have no other. 
Prays Canon to handle things so indifferently as there shall need no alteration 
when they come. ‘We’ have also sent to ‘my lord’s secretary’ two ‘tacobus’ for 
the mayor’s deputation. Sir John Wogan and other deputies paid but gos. a 
piece for theirs and the town hopes Canon will pay for his deputation himself 
and not charge it to them. As for the £5 in his hands, being part of the money 
collected for the fee farm of the church, ‘we’ have ordered Mr. Jenkyn Gwyn 
to receive it of Canon because ‘we’ cannot convert it to any other use than it 


was rated for.

Letter: Tho[mas] Canon, London, to John Batman, mayor. 


In answer to letter No. 222, the former certificates of the musters were not 
sorted for arms as the mayor alleges to be now excepted (with dislike) by the 
brethren, as by view of them may appear. Whereas 50 were formerly certified 
to be furnished and only 45 with 5 black bills provided there is now added 
5 muskets to furnish the 50 complete. The mayor is to understand that the arms 
ate to be accommodated to the present use of service which requires 40 corslets, 
40 muskets and 20 calivers to furnish 100 men. Calivers also are growing less 
serviceable which (if there be in this certificate any lessening of them and 
increasing of muskets) the present condition of service moved the writer 
thereunto and this alteration ‘we’ are forced to use generally in co. Pembrock. 
Black bills are no arms for trained bands but for pioneers and so certified at all 
times. To the alteration in powder, he cannot consent. The proportion of 
powder, match and bullet for 100 men has been established since the first 
erection of the lieutenancy: 350 pound weight was certified upon the first setting 
of 50 trained men upon the town in Sir Thomas Perrott’s time, so as either the 
number of men must be abated to the abatement of the powder or else the 
certificate holds (besides the offence) ill proportion. Time was when a proportion 
of half a last of powder was enforced upon the town, for ease whereof the writer 
with great labour and solicitation obtained the Lords’ letters to free the town. 
He is no party to any burden to the town or other charge than for this service 
of the King and their own defence (wherein generally he inclines to moderation) 
wishing there were no other causes for the poverty than this charge. If the 
mayor before his sudden departure to Carmarthen had allowed time of 
conference for this service he might have received satisfaction, but having 
referred the certificate to the writer it should not be under this public exception. 
It is not well under the name of the brethren to mask private censures of His 
Majesty’s services. The muster books must be engrossed by ‘him or his 
immediate direction that noted’, as the experience of greater musters doth teach. 
Is not ignorant how and when they [the books] may be called upon and by the 
time requisite they shall be ready and the mayor may then examine them. 
Whereas the mayor writes that the books be handled indifferently so that at 
their coming to him there need be no alteration, in services the writer does not 
alter privately what is settled publicly. A better mind in interpreting would 
not do amiss if the mayor heard that the charge of the deputation is but 4os. and 
thereupon sent but a little more. At their last meeting for the service it was 
agteed the writer should satisfy the £5 that was in his hands towards it, and the 
mayor knows it well. The writer performed it accordingly from Abbermarles 
in his coming hither. To conclude, the greatest matter touching this business 
to be regarded in conscience and truth is that by the favour of ‘my’ Lord 
Lieutenant (‘upon my earnest suit to his Lordship for the town’) the ordering 
of this service immediately under his Lordship is drawn to the town which 
could not be heretofore had with far greater expense. Therefore if it would 
move the mayor to reap tares where he has sown good corn, let not them be 
discouraged that do willingly endeavour the good and reputation of the town.

Order of the Council in the Marches of Wales at Ludlow. 


The Lord President and Council have been informed of many wrongs done 
by drovers, petty chapmen and drivers of cattle in Wales in taking away infinite 
numbers of beasts and sheep out of Wales into far remote places in England as 
Kent, Essex, Sussex, Buckinghamshire and other places not being sufficiently 
warranted so to do by laws and statutes of this realm and especially by drivers, 
for the most part suspicious and base persons of evil name and of little or no 
worth and hired for little or no wages, who under cover of driving their droves 
of sheep and other cattle3’ not only receive cattle stolen by thieves but of 
themselves do steal by the way other men’s cattle and sheep. Ordered that the 
justices of the peace shall, at the next general sessions of the peace after Easter 
next, take view of all the drovers in the several counties and allow not any 
person to [be] drover but such as they shall well know to be honest men of good 
sufficiency according to the statute and that they shall cause all such drovers to 
enter into recognizance of the penalty of £100 that they shall do all such things 
as by the said statute is appointed for drovers to do and hire no person to drive 
such droves toward any of the English counties to be sold but as they will answer 
for and shall truly behave themselves in such their charge and journey and not 
drive away any more or other sheep or cattle than they should. Ordered further 
that the said drovers shall yearly at the general sessions next after Easter give 
a note of the names of such persons as shall be drivers to the clerk of the peace 
who shall not only enter into the records of that session their. names upon the 
back of every licence that every of the said drovers and drivers may be known 
in places where they drive their droves, but also shall send to the justices of the 
great sessions a note of the names of all such persons. If any drover or driver 
shall be found and taken in driving any cattle not licensed as aforesaid, then 
they shall be apprehended on suspicion of felony and sent to the county jail 
where they are taken there to be examined and tried. Lastly aletter out of this 
coutt under His Majesty’s signet shall be made to the justices of the peace of 
Wales with a copy of this order enclosed willing them to see the order performed 
upon pain of {100. Copy, mith a note in the hand of and signed by N{icholas] 
Overbury that the justices of the peace of co. Pembroke are desired to take care 
that from henceforth this order be duly observed within their county.

Has advised on the estate passed by Jenkyn Gwynn of the rectory of 
St. Maries which is resolved to be void for want of enrolment. Delivered their 
letter to Gwynn and required of him a good estate with the delivery of 
Broughton’s bond and the assignment thereof and restitution of such moneys 
as belonged to the town. Gwynn puts from himself the fault of not enrolling, 
laying it on the town’s dealers. Gwynn seems to yield to a new estate but if 
Broughton’s bond and assignment be delivered up he will not draw Broughton 
to join therein which the writer does not hold material seeing there is an 
indenture of sale from Broughton enrolled. Gwynn unwilling to restore the 
money received on pretence of charges and yet gives no satisfaction for detaining 
it, but as it is the least part of the business it may stay to the last and the estate 
in the mean is fit to be made sure. To which purpose the writer expects from

and disallow or remove all as be not sufficiently instructed. No person shall 
exercise the tailor’s craft within the town before he be elected and sworn burgess 
with the consent of the master, wardens and company and be found a lawful 
workman, upon pain that every person therein offending shall forfeit 20s. or be 
committed by the mayor to gaol without bail until such forfeiture be fully 
satisfied to the master. 
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Every person that shall maintain in his house privily or apertly any person 
exercising the occupation of tailorcraft shall forfeit 6s. 8d. for which the offender 
after proof made shall be committed by the mayor to gaol until the same be paid 
to the master. 


No stranger of that trade shall come into town to measure any garment 
for any burgess or inhabitant and the stuff of the garment, after measure taken, 
to carry forth of the town. Penalty, upon conviction before the mayor, 20s. or 
to be committed as aforesaid. No person shall sell in any shop or elsewhere 
within the town any hose or stockings of cloth or kersey ready made excepting 
the freemen of the corporation of tailors without the latter’s licence upon like 
pain. : 

The tailors covenant that, if any garment be by any of their corporation 
inartificially cut or made and so adjudged by the master and wardens, if the 
same cannot be well amended, the master and wardens shall recompense the 
party aggrieved to the full price and the same to be repaid to the master and 
wardens by the offender who is to be by the mayor. committed to gaol until 
satisfaction be made. They covenant to pay the proctors of the parish of 
St. Maries 2os. yearly. If the said sum be behind unpaid the mayor may commit 
the master and wardens to gaol. 


Covenant that it shall be lawful for the company of tailors to make all 
acts as by themselves shall be thought meet for the common good of the occupa- 
tion which are not hurtful to the liberties of the town or repugnant to law. 


For the good distributing of the fines aforesaid it is covenanted that all such 
sums shall be levied by the master, whereof he shall employ two parts for the 
public good of the corporation and the third to be retained by the mayor to the 
use of the town and in the meantime the said two parts shall remain in the 
master’s custody in a chest with two locks whereof the master to keep one key 
and the wardens the other. 

If any controversy arise among the tailors concerning any matter arising 
within the corporation, the parties concerned shall refer the full hearing thereof 
to the mayor and council without any law. If any person refuse the referment 
ot disobey such order as the mayor and council shall take, or commence suit of 
law without their consent, then such person shall not only lose the freedom of 
the corporation but shall be removed from being further burgess of the town.

Petition of John Bateman, esq., to J[ohn] Hoskins, the King’s chief justice 
of Pembroke, Carmarthen, Cardigan and Haverfordwest. 


The quay of the town being in so great decay by the space of thirty years 
that no barque could ride safely there, the petitioner (being elected mayor at 
Michaelmas 1615, being eight years since) was importuned by the common 
council and the more part of the burgesses to cause the quay to be new built 
and they would supply him with money. Thereupon the petitioner set workmen 
about it and finished it with small charge which all of them cannot but confess. 
He passed his account for the same to the succeeding mayor and the council, 
upon which there appeared to be due unto him £7, which account they 
registered after they had allowed it. Yet the said corporation (although in all 
friendly manner desired to pay the money) have put him off with delays these 
eight years alleging that they have no money, although they have received above 
£50 from appleboats since. May it please ‘your worship’ to call the mayor and 
council before him and cause them to satisfy the petitioner the money with 
interest without causing him to commence suit against them as he is unwilling 
to do so, being an associate and one of their brethren.

Desires him to call the common council together and give answer to this 
petition.

Orders agreed upon by the mayor and common council for the good 
government of the burgesses and inhabitants and the public weal of the town, 
perused by the justices of assize and upon mature deliberation and advice 
confirmed and allowed by them as most laudable, lawful and fit to be continued 
and put in execution as often as need shall require. 


i. It is agreed that every one of the twenty-four or common council 
having had warning by the sergeants at mace shall duly attend the mayor or his 
deputy at the time and place appointed civilly apparelled and in hi[s] [gown] 
until the meeting be by the mayor disso[lve]d. In default he shall forfeit 14d. 
to be levied of his goods and chattels, and he who shall levy the same s[hall] be 
allowed 2d. for his pains upon his account or else the said party so offending to 
be committed until the 14d. be paid. 


ii. Whereas in every well-governed town the brethren and common 
council accompany the mayor to and from church which adds authority and 
grace to the government of the place and works a more awful obedience into 
the inferior sort of people, it is ordered that every one of the twenty-four 
(under the degree of knight) shall be ready to accompany the mayor either at 
his house or the guild-hall or other place, every alderman in his alderman’s 
gown and every other in his best gown, and shall sit near the mayor in the body 
of the church and not in any obscure place and after shall accompany him to the 
guild-hall. [Penalty as in (i)| 


iii. If any burgess or inhabitant except the common council use any 
unseemly gesture or bad speeches of or in the presence of the mayor to the 
derogation of his office or person, especially when he shall be sitting in a place 
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of justice, the party so offending shall be committed to ward for 24 hours 
without bail and wear bolts. Afterwards upon conference with the twenty-four 
the mayor shall impose such fine on the offender as they shall think fit. If the 
offender be able to pay then he to be discharged and if unable then he to remain 
in prison until he enter into bond with two sufficient sureties for his good 
behaviour for a year unless the mayor, on the offender’s acknowledgement of 
his fault in open court or public assembly, be pleased that he shall be sooner 
discharged of his good behaviour. 


iv. If any of the twenty-four shall utter unseemly words of disgrace 
either to other in places where they shall be called for by the mayor for their 
opinions in matters appertaining to the state or government of the town or 
elsewhere in scofling or taunting manner, he shall pay 5s. to be levied by distress. 


v. Any burgess or inhabitant abusing by disgraceful words any of the 
twenty-four shall forfeit 10s. to be levied of his goods if he have any or be 
punished by the discretion of the mayor and council. 


vi. If any burgess absent himself to go about any business of his own at 
nomination or election day of the mayor, sheriff or any other officer or when any 
of these officers shall be sworn, being called to appear, unless he show sufficient 
cause of be licensed by the mayor he, being of the twenty-four, shall forfeit 
for every such offence 6s. 8d., and every other burgess 3s. 4d.; to be levied by 
way of distress or be committed until he pay the same. 


vii. If any of the twenty-four chosen to be mayor shall absent himself at 
the day of his election or when he should be sworn to serve the said office, or 
being present refuse to serve or take the oath, he shall pay £20 as often as he 
shall be elected or so much as shall be thought fit by the mayor and council 
to be levied by way of distress or by imprisonment without bail until he make 
payment. | 

viii. If any of the twenty-four or any other of the more sufficient sort of 
burgess shall be nominated and elected sheriff and shall absent himself or refuse 
to serve or take the oath, he shall pay £10 fine to be levied as above. 


ix. Every burgess elected bailiff refusing as aforesaid shall pay £5 and 
every burgess elected sergeant and refusing to serve shall pay 4os. 


x. Every mayor and sheriff shall be nominated on the hundred court day 
next before 7 July yearly. And the burgesses summoned by the bell for their 
attendance shall have the free election and nomination of the said officers as has 
been anciently used. And the day the mayor, sheriff, bailiffs and sergeants are 
to be sworn shall be the first hundred court day next after the feast of St. Michael 
the Archangel yearly when the burgesses shall have free nomination and election 
of the bailiffs and sergeants. 


xi. Ordered that the sheriff or his deputy on the court days, Quarter 
Sessions, High Sessions, Sabbath days and other holidays and at all times 
as need requires shall attend with his gaoler on the mayor to return all processes 
to him directed and to discharge his duty in any matter wherein he may be 
employed on His Majesty’s behalf or for the public weal of the town. If the 
sheriff be found disobedient or negligent therein the mayor shall impose such 
fine on him as the offence shall deserve, and the same to cause to be laid down 
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by the town clerk in open court that day or the next court day in the court books 
so that the fine exceed not for one offence {10 which at the next rating of the 
books shall be made known by the mayor to the twenty-four who upon 
consideration shall with the mayor agree how much of the fine formerly imposed 
shall be continued and so much shall be extracted, as other fines are, to the use 
of the town. 


xii. If the bailiffs and sergeants neglect to attend the mayor to church, 
court, market or fairs, etc., or shall not acquaint the mayor when they shall 
have occasion to travel from home and whom they have appointed deputy, the 
mayor at the next court day shall impose such fine as he shall think meet, rated 

_and levied as aforesaid. 


xiii. The sheriff, bailiffs, and sergeants and their deputies at all times as 
their presence is necessary shall attend the mayor in their gowns and civil 
apparel and not in cloaks or any apparel of light colour not befitting their place. 
Penalty: 10s., to be later moderated if it so shall be thought fit, to be levied as 
above or for want of distress by imprisonment until paid. 


xiv. No person shall be admitted burgess (apprentices and freemen’s 
sons excepted) unless he be thought meet by the most voice of the common 
council and afterwards by the consent and most voice of the burgesses and 
commons. If any mayor shall admit any burgess contrary to this order he shall 
forfeit £10 to be imposed by the succeeding mayor to be levied by distress and 
for want of distress by imprisonment until the fine be paid. If the next mayor 
neglect to impose the fine he shall be answerable and charged upon his 
account for that year’s office. None shall be admitted burgess at any time saving 
the days of nomination and election of the mayor and at the two sheriff’s 
tourns. 


xv. During divine service or sermon upon every Sabbath or festival day 
no persons that are inhabitants within the town shall keep open their street door 
ot shop door or utter, bargain or sell any kind of wares as wine, bread, beer, 
ot other victual unless it be on very urgent occasion. If any innkeeper, aleseller, 
victualler or that keeps a tippling house shall offend herein or suffer unlawful 
games to be used in his house he shall forfeit for every such offence 6s. 8d. and 
evety housekeeper and other person of what degree or sex soever shall pay 5s. 
to be levied by way of distress for the use of the poor of the parish or by 
imprisonment until it be paid. 


xvi. If any person above 21 years [who] shall absent himself from his 
parish church during divine service or sermon or be found loitering or playing 
any game.abroad or in private house and after divine service ended in his own 
parish church shall not resort to the public lecture at such other of the churches 
of the town where it shall be appointed to be, he shall forfeit 12d. at the least 
at the discretion of the mayor and common council. 


xvii. If any inhabitant of the town shall be rated to pay weekly, quarterly 
ot otherwise any sums towards the repair of the church, minister’s wages, 
clerk’s wages or relief of the poor of the parishes wherein they dwell, do not pay

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and let the same run in arrearages, it is ordered that upon complaint thereof 
the mayor shall send for the said parties and shali cause them to pay so much as 
remains due of them or commit them to the sheriff’s custody and ward until 
payment be made. 


xviii. Whereas burgesses and other inhabitants being now the immediate 
tenants or occupiers of several messuages, lands and tenements belonging to 
the chamber not only withhold rents but suffer diverse of them to fall into decay, 
it shall be lawful for the reeves to levy the same upon the goods and chattels 
of such tenants and in case there can be no goods had then the mayor shall 
commit them to ward without bail until they be fully satisfied. If the tenants or 
occupiers aforesaid be not able to pay the rents or keep the lands and tenements 
in sufficient repair then the mayor with the consent of the feoffees [may] enter 
into all such messuages and dispose of them as he shall think fit and no leases 
shall hereafter be made for town land but with covenant on the lessee’s part to 
the effect of this ordinance. : 


xix. If any officer or other person having receipts or payments for the 
town shall refuse to account or shall be found in arrearages, it shall be lawful 
for the mayor with the consent of the common council to commit such persons 
until they shall account or make satisfaction accordingly. 


xx.‘ Whereas diverse persons, after recoveries had in Haverfordwest, 
and executions thereof delivered to the sergeants, whereupon they have levied 
goods, have been notwithstanding delayed of payment by the sergeants and 
hindered of their debts and costs so recovered to the discredit of the court, 
it is ordered that if the sergeants shall be found remiss in executing the same 
one month at the furthest the mayor shall commit them to the town hall upon 
their burgess-ship there to remain until they make satisfaction to the com- 
plainant and if they shall depart the limits of the said hall without licence then 
the mayor to commit them to the sheriff who shall take such fees of them as 
if the defendants were committed for the same debt and costs. 


xxi. As anciently hath been used, if any merchant, home-bred, stranger 
ot foreigner, shall bring to the town any commodity as salt, corn, wine, fish, 
butter, cheese, etc., to be sold in gross and in greater quantity than is usual in 
fairs and markets, the mayor on behalf of the town shall bargain with such 
merchants for the commodity and engage himself for the payment.

xxii. No burgess or other person dwelling in the town shall buy the 
commodities aforesaid in gross that shall be brought by any merchant into 
Milford or within the liberties by water or land with intent to make sale thereof 
until the same be offered to the mayor and burgesses and refused by then, upon 
pain to forfeit {10 if the goods be under £20 and more according to the 
proportion of the value of the goods so ingrossed, to be levied by way of 
distress or for default of distress by imprisonment until the same be paid. 
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xxiii. If any person shall commence suit in any court against any officer 
appointed for the lawful executing of their offices which tends to the benefit 
of the town, the actions so commenced shall be answered upon the costs of the 
whole town, provided that no such officer shall after money disbursed in defence 
of his cause compound with the person suing without the special consent of the 
mayor and common council, and if the person so sued shall? recover the ? costs 
of the suit the same shall be paid to the corporation. 


xxiv. Such persons, officers and farmers as shall be appointed to levy 
money for tolls, tallages, pitchings, standings or any profits due in fairs or 
markets held within the town shall levy the same. If such person on whom the 
same is due refuse to pay it then the same to be levied of his goods and chattels. 
If the goods levied amount to mote in value than will satisfy such tolls then the 
goods so levied to be prized by two honest men appointed by the mayor and 
the surplusage to be delivered to the party from whom the goods were 
distrained. 


xxv. Petty constables and other persons who have had lawful warning 
to attend and keep the corn market in time of scarcity for restraint of ingrossers 
who wilfully depart from the place to the contempt of the mayor’s authority 
and shall suffer any person unlawfully to carry away any corn without licence 
of the mayor in writing shall forfeit for every such offence 3s. 4d. to be levied 
of his goods, or else to be committed to prison until the same be paid. 


xxvi. The petty constables of the several wards shall acquaint the mayor 
of all strangers and inmates that shall come into and remain in their wards for 
three days and deliver their names in writing to the mayor and of what profession 
or trade they are, that the mayor may take order with the strangers or inmates 
that the town may be freed from such as may be burthensome to the town. 
If any of the petty constables fail to perform his duty he shall forfeit 3s. 4d. for 
every such offence. 


xxvii. Whereas the sheriff has hitherto discharged such persons committed 
by the mayor to the hindrance of justice, it is ordered that if any sheriff discharge 
any person committed to him for any offence whatsoever or for non-payment 
of any rate, tax, tallage or rent unto the town or any fine, then he shall either 
pay the fine or sum on the said person imposed or forfeit [blank] to be levied of 
his goods by distress. In case it cannot be levied the succeeding mayor shall 
commit the sheriff to prison until he shall pay. 


xxviii. Whereas it appears by the great charter of England and the petition 
of both houses granted by the King’s Majesty this last parliament that freedom 
of person is one of the greatest inheritances of the subjects of this realm, it is 
otdered that none of these ordinances wherein imprisonment without bail is a 
penalty be put in execution until the custom of former times in the town be 
examined, and until a general consent of the burgesses has thereunto been had. 
But in all cases in these ordinances where punishment of imprisonment without 
bail is inflicted, if the party offending shall after a day and night’s imprisonment 
deliver to the mayor a [b/ank] pawn of twice the value of the money forfeited 
for his offence and enter into bond with one good subsidy man to pay double 
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the mulct inflicted upon [him] if the chief justices at the next sessions shall so 
adjudge it for his offence, then upon such bond and _ pawn given the offender 
shall be delivered, being bound for his appearance before the said justices.

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Whereas much disorder has heretofore been suffered in allowing so many 
of the meaner sott, as well strangers as townsmen, to. be buried in the church 
and chancel that there is little room left for the burial of those who are the ancient 
sort of people and such as have borne the chief places of office within the town 
and other gentlemen of quality, it is ordered that no person, either stranger 
ot freeman, woman or child, shall be buried within any part of the body of the 
church, chancel or aisles, saving such as have been aldermen and ‘their wives, 
and for every such as shall be there buried there shall be paid to the church- 
wardens before the grave be opened 20s. towards the repair of the church and 
chancel, and that none shall be buried in the north part of the church as far as 
the chancel extends against but such as have been one of the common council 
ot their wives and for every such as shall be buried there shall be paid 13s. 4d., 
and there shall be none buried within the body of the church above the church 
doors on either side but for the payment of 6s. 8d., and such as shall be buried 
beneath the church doors to pay 3s. 4d., and for every one that shall be buried 
in either of the church porches 2s., and a fair stone to be laid on every of those 
burials. There shall be a due difference held of the persons so allowed to be 
buried in those places that it may be done orderly according to their antiquity 
and quality. If a stranger of note die within the town who desires to be buried 
in the places aforesaid, yet there shall be none such buried before the mayor and 
two ot more of the chiefest of the brethren shall assent thereunto and to pay 
double the rate for burial within the chancel, ailes or body of the church before 
the grave be opened and to be at the charge of a fair stone to be laid upon him.

Report signed by William Williams, John Prin, Nicholas] Battman and 
Morgan Walter by virtue of a warrant from the feoffees of William Vawet’s 
lands towards the maintenance of six almsmen. At the house or tenement in 
the Shoomakers Streete in the tenure of George Synett, feltmaker, they 
demanded £6 due for 14 years’ rent on 1 May last but did not get it or any 
distress. They viewed the decays. Found the roof next the street wind-shaken and 
‘slyded’ in length over three couples and covered with thatch instead of slate 
and one side of a wind-beam of one couple loose and wanting a band of iron to 
stay it; the loft and stairs somewhat decayed and the ceiling of the loft broken 
in several places and the ‘linterens’ [lintels] over one old door perished; the 
loft of the chamber underneath that room and over the upper shop decayed; 
the roof over the hall and kitchen most part wind-shaken and the side next to 
Mr. Bowen’s house one place covered with thatch instead of slate and wanting 
pointing; the loft of the gallery in the hall one side all broken and the other side 
decayed; the roof of the little chamber on the left hand at the head of the stairs 
going from the hall wants pointing; the loft over the kitchen wholly decayed; 
the ‘pentis’ [penthouse] next the street a great part of the lower end broken and 
wants slate, timber and pointing; the hedges of the close in good repair. Found 
the two tenements in the tenure of John Hart, corviser, in repair. Notice given 
to Synett on 27 August to repair his house within six months.

They committed some of the women to the sheriff 
but they fell again into such a mutiny that for safeguard of the Commissioners’ 
lives they were forced to leave the hall and repair to the latter’s lodging with 
an intent to see the Commissioners safe out of town. The women followed them 
and would have forced on them in their chamber. For six hours the writers 
could not pacify them.

During the siege of Pembrooke, being nine weeks or thereabouts; they assisted 
the Parliament’s forces, being under the command of Lieutenant General 
Cromwell and then on free quarter. Have been heavily burthened with the 
relieving of prisoners taken by the late King’s forces, maintaining sick and 
wounded soldiers and demolishing the castle of Haverfordwest by the 
Lieutenant General’s order and by paying the monthly assessment and the 
assessment for Ireland, being therein raised from £10 to £45 a month although 
the Army in August and September last in their march to Milford Haven to take 
shipping for Ireland were maintained by the petitioners for the most part upon 
free quarter and continued a long time there, and do daily quarter there as they 
go. Petitioners are brought very poor and most of the inhabitants not able to 
maintain themselves and families as many ate forced to leave the town by 
reason of the heavy assessment, which if continued any longer will be to their 
utter undoing.

The town is small containing not above 200 houses and two parts of three 
of the inhabitants are very poor. It has no trade by sea or land, nor ability to 
raise ot drive any, their trade in former times being the manufacture of high 
friezes, then the winter coat liveries of this nation, whereby the town increased 
in means of livelihood and reputation. By ceasing whereof it is grown to decay 
and is very low at this present. The town is chargeable with the repair of three 
parish churches whereof one is covered with lead in the roof and spire which of 
late years has stood the town and parish {400 in repair. Neither is there any 
foreign inhabitants to give aid to contribution as in Pembroke and Tenby and 
especially Carmarthen which being larger in itself than this town is well known 
to double it in estate and has the charge of but one parish church and within 
its liberties has many freeholders and inhabitants of great ability to support 
their charge. 


The town is charged with two aquaducts, with two bridges, one a main 
bridge on the principal river of Milford, with two quays, two almshouses and 
their maintenance has stood the town within these few years £200. 


The town is charged in relieving poor decayed burgesses who must perish 
without such relief. 


This town has no public revenue to bear this charge only it purchased about 
£20 a year in old houses and dry rents of Queen Elizabeth that had been in 
former times given to superstitious uses in the churches, yielding no profit 
but the rents and this goes to defray other charges not above mentioned so that 


all the said charge is borne out of the private estates of the inhabitants.

Letter: Herbert Perrott, Haroldstom, to the mayor-and’ the test of the 
Commissioners of the Monthly Assessments of Haverfordwest. 


According to their appointment he was on Friday last at the Maudlins 
bridge with several of the country to view the land for which the Commissioners 
have lately rated him, pretending it to be within the liberties of the town, but 
those designed for that purpose did not give ‘us’ the meeting, which notwith- 
standing “we’ proceeded to view the land. By general consent it appears to be 
in the county of Pembroke and not within their liberties for the main stream 
which drove the tucking mill plainly appears to have run through the bridge.

He enquired of the widow wherefore the 
clothes were thrown out and willed her to cause them to be brought in, who 
answered they were not put out to be brought in again and it was Mrs. Thomas, 
John Howell’s mother that died of the sickness, that threw them out.

sideration and care therein. The town being in as good or rather better condition 
than when they certified the same, the recipients’ care in preventing the 
dispersing of the sickness is commendable.

The town consists of 2000 souls mainly handicraftsmen and day labourers, 
30 whereof have not a week’s provision of victual, in regard of the dependency 
of the market which has been very plentiful hitherto. The town altogether 
beggared by the assessment, many of the ablest inhabitants lately dead and many 
left the town. Of those now in town, being mercers, shoemakers and felt- 
makers, their stock is all in goods lately come from St. Paul’s fair and because 
of the sickness nobody will come to buy, nor can they go to any market to sell 
their goods. The town has disbursed all its stock, being £100, towards relieving 
the sick besides a weekly rate for near two months at £5 per week which the 
inhabitants are not able to pay in regard they cannot sell goods. 


According to justice and conscience [they ask] that the justices will take 
course that the county may be taxed to bring weekly provision to the inhabitants 
or so much of the county.as the law has provided in that case and to provide 
a market near the town where the inhabitants that are of ability may supply 
themselves. The mayor and justices of peace, if provision be sent in, will take 
care as hitherto to keep the sick within the town and desire the justices to do the 
like in places where the sickness is in the county, viz., Greate pill, Honi- 
borrough, Walterstone, Newtone in Roose, Crondall, Illblocke, and Prendergast 
in Dongleddy. 

If it shall stand with the justices’ liking that a month’s provision be 


brought in before the market be drawn away or the town shut up it will give a 


great deal of content to the people and they will be willing to stay in town.

There died since his departure 17 (20 crossed out). One was the servant maid of 
William Johnes, the high constable, Thomas Bowen the carpenter’s wife, 
Phillip Andrewes and Richard Web, labourer, who dwelt in Cowky Street, 
whose houses are now infected and there is a great many of them sent to the 
pest-house out of their houses and others which causes the charge to be heavy 
upon this town. There is now locked up within the gates in ‘the castle towne’ 
of number three score which will expect to be relieved by the town, besides 
many more which will want unless the Lord out of his infinite mercy looks upon 
them. Pray him speak with Mr. Rudde and Mrs. Hayward to know of them how 
the {20 yearly will be paid to the town and the 4os. to Redbaxton and the 
£90 arrears with the £4 damages to the town and £9 tos. to Redbaxton, 
amounting in all to £103 10s. Mr. Rudde wrote concerning it which was to 
accept of £32 yearly for the rest and arrearages, so by that they mean to pay 
the arrears by {10 by the year. Desire him, when he hears the truth from Rudde 
and Mrs. Hayward how she and the tenants will pay it, that he consent to what 
he sees to be best for the good of the town without further law for the speedy

Upon Wednesday last 
it pleased Major-General [Thomas] Harrison to make known to the Committee 
of the Army the state of the town both in relation to the assessment and the 
sickness. A stay was granted that no further warrant for the present should go 
forth for this six months’ payment until the new Act be brought into the house 
and in the meantime a way be made to present the town’s petition to the 
Parliament. Last Thursday by means of Colonel [William] Gooffe the writer 
presented the petition to the Lord General (Mr. [Herbert] Perrott and ‘my son 
Cousin’ being there) who afterward willed it should be delivered to Harrison 
who that day should put him in mind of it in the house, wherewith they 
acquainted Harrison who by reason of some extraordinary occasions would 
not come that day to the house. Went since to the Lord General who[m] he 
finds very willing to further the business and they still wait an appointment. 
Doubts not it will be of good effect. His own occasions here ate finished almost. 
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Understands the new Act will be brought in speedily. Asks whether his stay 
_ here for a time to prosecute the petition or his sudden coming home will most 
advantage the town’s affairs. 


Postscripts: 

The original acquittances, warrants and receipt [for the assessment] must 
be sent up, otherwise the danger will ensue as in his former letter [was 
mentioned]. 


Tuesday, May 4. After writing the other page, went to Mr. Rudd who told 
him he has not yet received the money the town paid to Mr. Williams and does 
not know how to send to Bristol for it as he has answered [William] Williams 
who excuses himself in not paying in a letter of April last in regard the wind has 
been out of the way to Bristoll so that he could not send corn thither to make the 
money. Rudd has not received the charges of Mrs. Hayward, neither would 
the Commissioners of the Great Seal put any [of the charges] in the writ of 
execution, only he received the £16 at Michaelmas last for the half year’s rent 
then ended and £6 towards the arrears. Williams has not dealt squarely with the 
town ot Rudd. The writer and Rudd intend to go to Merton to see the tenants, 
and if Mrs. Hayward be in town to have conference with her [about] when, 
where and how much rent and arrears they shall receive every half year and shall 
urge the speedy payment of arrears. This morning he delivered Mr. [Stephen] 
Love’s letter to Mr. Peeter who after reading it willed the writer to deliver it 
to Harrison who delivered it to the writer without answer. Intends to have it 
delivered to the Lord General and some others who may be instrumental for 
the town’s relief. On the last Lord’s day in the Chapel of Whitehall and 
St. Lawrence Church, London, where Mr. Vynes (? or Vyndes) preached, the 
Lord was invoked by the congregation as in relation to the sad condition of 
the town. 


Desires them to employ a foot post to be at St. Clears every Saturday night 
with Mr. Eynon the postmaster to receive the writer’s letters, who will deliver 
them to him so that they shall have the letters every Sunday night at Harford as 
soon as the post will be at Pembroke, for he will enclose his in a letter to Eynon.

Have not 
received any comfort from the ‘gent’ but the latter have done ‘us’ all the spite 
and hindrance they can and stopped ‘our’ market and sent warrants all the 
country over that none shall commerce with the town; they have taken away 
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May fair to Lawhaden, by what warrant the writers know not. The writers, 
accotding to the order agreed upon before the mayor went, proclaimed it to 
be kept in the west side of the Fursie Parcke, and some came there from Roose 
but very few; understand they [the ‘gent’] have proclaimed St. Thomas fair to 
be at Lawhaden. The sickness is scattered sithence the last. letter. Richard 
Luntley’s wife and one of his children and. his servant maid are dead and his 
house locked up. The widow Thomas in St. Martines parish is dead and her 
son also and the house locked up. There is a‘great family there. There died since 
the last letter xi as will appear by the note enclosed. Most of the inhabitants 
are gone out of town and locked up their doors. There are few left in town and 
the poor in the pest-houses increase daily. How they will be maintained the 
writers know not.

(990) persons or near thereabouts. As true Christians cannot be void of such a 
measute of Christian fellow-feeling and sense of their near neighbours’ misery 
as not to contribute towards their relief, they require the recipients forthwith 
to issue warrants to the petty constables within their divisions requiring them 
to repair to the houses of the parishioners to ask and receive such provisions 
in money, corn, butter, cheese and other provisions as they shall voluntarily 
give for the relief of the town. They are required to draw up a particular of the 
contributions and also what they are willing monthly to contribute for the 
future during the time of their sad condition. They are also to certify the names 
of such as are able and refuse to contribute. For the disposing of the said 
collection they are to appoint some honest man in every division within their 
hundred to receive the provisions and provide carriage to carry them [to]

Concerning the legacy given by 
James Hayward, his late wife came to the writer’s lodging this day and he finds 
her to be in such a low condition that ‘we’ cannot seek more than the £32 by 
the year which he shall before coming hence settle to be paid hereafter without 
further law or trouble.

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noon next at his lodging to settle the business where [Thomas] Rudd will 
likewise be. Mrs. Hayward complains against George Hayward and if it be true 
it is lamentable. This evening the town’s petition and the county’s was delivered 
to the Lord General being acquainted thereof by the late Lieutenant General 
[Henry] Ireton’s brother [? John], one of [the] sheriffs of London, who willed 
them to attend him at the Parliament door tomorrow to put him in mind of it. 
Much wonder here that the justices of the peace in the country do:not send in 
provisions of victual to the town; God grant that be not the occasion of drawing 
the judgment further into the county.

There hath not many died of the sickness sithence their last letter, but it is 
entered into St. Thomas’s parish. Lawrence Butler is dead there and one of his 
children and another poor child and a daughter of the widow Tho: in 
St. Martins. There died but four all sithence; they are all well in the Bridge 
Streete and Mr. Baetman and his son are well, but Richard Luntley’s house is 
still infected. The woman that attended him is infected and gone into the 
pest-house, but he is so stubborn they cannot have him to remove but is in his 
house by himself; the doors be chained up upon him. The sickness is much 
disbursed in the county. It is at the Foord in the hundred of Dewsland and in 
other places there. As for the government of the town he does what he can; 
he has no assistance at all for they are all gone out of the town. John Edowe, 
being one of the high constables, is gone. And William Davids whom the 
recipient appointed treasurer for the poor to receive the weekly rate gone 
presently after the mayor’s departure. Were it not for William Jones and James 
Griffith they should have nothing done here. William Browne is somewhat 
stiff and high; he can have but small service from him. Wishes the recipient’s 
business were ended that he might come here himself. His service to Thomas 
Cozen, the recipient’s son-in-law.

Having lately viewed an Act of Parliment directed to them with the 
Speaker’s letter for levying six months’ assessment commencing .24 June 1652, 
the writers again offer to the Committee’s thoughts their condition by unequal 
taxes which they have often presented and as yet unrelieved. That'in the first 
moiety of the first {90,000 per mensem they only paid £15 per mensem, in the 
three later months they paid three times as much being per mensum £45 and 
according to the proportion they have paid ere since and are taxed in the present 
Act and so impoverished that they are not capable to pay. For above half a year 
the Lord has much afflicted this town with plague, most of the ablest inhabitants 
being dead [or] left it to the number of 500 souls so that very few except the 
mayor but are handicrafts men and daysmen being very poor, the town being 
shut up and excluded from trade. Has cost them for maintenance of rich and 
poor near four score pounds [de/etion here] by the month. Formerly declared their 
case in petition to the Parliament who referred it to them [the Committee] to 
examine it and report to them. They pray it may speedily be done that relief 
may come before they be made an utter desolation. They cannot but inform the 
Committee that none that has left the town will return till the assessment be 
reduced to the first proportion and last six months’ tax be remitted.

Narrative of the proceedings, time, labour and travel spent in obtaining 
remission of the arrears of the assessment on Haverfordwest, suspension of 
the levying of it, reduction of the assessment from {60 a month to £25, using 
means that the town should not be rated with the county in the assessment 
although the Committee had prescribed the same, with other considerable 
industries performed by Thomas Davids of Haverfordwest for the town. 


Town fell in arreats of the assessment rate from December 1651 until 
June 1653 which amounted to £1260. On 11 March 1651/2 employed Thomas 
Cozen to solicit their grievance to the Parliament and Committee of the 
Army in London and he remained there until 24 May. Employed Thomas 
Davids to the same purpose 26 April 1652 who remained in London until 
31 July endeavouring their relief. During that time several addresses were 
made to the Lord General, the late Lord Protector, and others of note and a 
petition exhibited to the Parliament which it pleased the Lord General to 
present and to be read openly in the house, which petition was concealed and 
could not be seen again although earnest search was made for it. The Lord 
General upon the rising of the house acquainted Davids that the petition 
was referred to the Committee of the Army. 


The mayor, etc., ro June 1653, employed Davids to petition the Parliament 
touching their being overburthened in the assessment; he remained in London 
about the same until 12 August following. He exhibited a further petition to 
the Parliament which was referred to the Committee of the Army to do therein 
in relief of the inhabitants of the town what they shall think fit. After much 
solicitation the Committee signified that the Parliament should take into 
consideration that arrears due before 24 June 1653, being £1260, should be 
remitted and the levying thereof suspended. The mayor, etc., 14 October 1653 
employed Davids to solicit on the town’s behalf and to exhibit their certificates 
to the Committee touching the then present [six] months’ assessment who 
remained there upon these affairs until 18 December. By the solicitation aforesaid 
the assessment was reduced from £60 a month to £25 in the £120,000 a month 


SS 
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and the town left to be rated in itself as formerly and not with the county which 
had it not been done the town had paid {£1158 15s. over and above what they 
had paid until June 1657. Having procured James Phillipps to advance {120 
on the town’s behalf towards the confirmation of the orders passed in part of 
that present six months’ assessment the same was accordingly paid in. 


Davids in 1652 settled the payment of the arrears and annuity due from 
Merton given by James Haward by the payment of £32 per annum, and 
procured an order from the Commissioners of Surrey for the taking off the 
assessment rates from the annuity. 


Davids in 1652 procured several letters from the Speaker in Parliament and 
Commissioners of the Great Seal of England directed to the Justices of the 
Peace of Pembrokeshire to take care for the relief of Haverfordwest in the time 
of the visitation. In June 1653 he attended the hearing at Worcester house 
before the Committee of Obstructions touching Capt. Price’s questioning the 
town for £8 castle rent more than was due and the hearing went for the town 
and order taken forth by him. 


For which trouble and charges in London Davids demands as due to him 
and Mr. Thomas Cozen the sum of £90 7s. 10d., besides the sum of £6 13s. 4d. 
Davids paid to Capt. Boulton in 1649 according to the Committee of the 
Army’s order, being so much above the assessment then on the town, and 
£6 13s. 4d. due to him for the minister’s diet on the Tuesday’s lecture in 1651 
for twenty days; of the which sum of £90 7s. tod. Davids received of William 
Walter, charged upon his account of mayoralty, {10, and of Henry Bowen, 
charged upon his account of mayoralty, £10. Also received the year’s rent of 
the gaol and armour house due at May 1657, being £5 10s., whereof he 
disbursed for drawing the orders in the Quarter Sessions touching the same and 
for the warrants for levying 5s. More for the drawing and ingrossing in parch- 
ment the inquisition touching the consolidation of the town churches with 
Prendergast and for ingrossing of a duplicate thereof for the trustees 33s. 4d. 
More there is owing to him upon his account of mayoralty {4 Is.

£51 per annum is taken off the augmentation for the minister of the town. 
By reason of the disappointment of his depending on this, he has been more 
than three weeks a prisoner to the scandal of his person, ministry and gospel. 
Endeavours as for the preserving of his life to preserve his credit and the 
gospels and had the Saturday before his apprehension compounded with his 
creditor but before these terms on which his creditor and he had agreed could 
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be made good, he was the Monday after apprehended shamefully by a special 
warrant given into the hands of such a ‘deperded’ [deperdit] fellow as is not 
the like in town. Do they know of the like precedent used towards the veriest 
renegade bankrupt much less towards a minister and the minister of their own 
town? They know he received not a penny from any particular man’s purse 
in this parish or Martins parish. There is a collection levied in the name of the 
minister; there is money paid from the corporations for maintenance of the 
minister; there was also given by Mr. Walter a legacy of 20s. per annum for the 
use of the minister. He receives none of all this. If this £51 per annum be taken 
away there will not remain a subsistency for a minister. It concerns them, 
engaged by oath for the good of the town, to use some means for the 
continuance of the £51 or that some other means equivalent be settled in lieu 
thereof. To this end, if he were accommodated with necessaries, he would 
for the good of the town and himself take a journey and provide that his place 
be supplied in the interim.

Reasons why Sam[pson] Lort is a very unfit person to act for the town and 
county of Haverfordwest, certified by the mayor and common council. 


1. During the late eleven years since the murther of our gracious 
sovereign he was a potent and a most violent actor under the several changes 
and especially against this place. By his procurement a mulct was laid on the 
town having no such power by the then ordinance of parliament for so doing. 
Poor blind widows were mulct as well as those that were capable of hostile 
actions, and the moneys so raised never accounted for but converted to some of 
his relations’ purses. 


2. He was a most impetuous instrument for the ejecting of orthodox and 
godly ministers insomuch that he would not suffer an orthodox lecture to be 
set up in this place but procured his agents, being all of his kindred, to frame 
atticles against them to the terror and deterring of those godly ministers from 
doing such soul saving offices. Instead he advanced cobblers, hatters, weavers, 
tailors and other orderless mechanics. 


3. The aldermen were summoned by warrant from him to appear at the 
town of Pembr[oke] seven miles from this town, being a thing never offered to 
them before. Instead of hearing their just grievances he sent [them] home with 
the denominations of barking dogs; on the least surmise would imprison such of 
the aldermen and others that he thought fit, for no other cause but that ‘we’ 
stood firm to ‘our’ oaths with God and man to defend the king’s royal 
prerogative and privileges of parliament according to the laws of this kingdom,

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he having utterly cast it behind his back insomuch that he was made captain of 
the county troop. No motto could befit his disloyal colours but ‘noe kinge, noe 
lorde wee are ingaged’ which was taken out of the said colours within this month 
but it is much feared that it hath too deep an impression in his heart. 


4. As for those he ‘made of his party here, partly for fear and partly for 
reward, they are most of them troops and such as farmed the ejected ministers’ 
livings upon slender accounts, informers, door keepers to the said commis- 
sioners for ejection, and such like instruments under him in the violent actings 
under the several changes, people encouraged always to be averse to government 
and governors by which encouragement every one of those thinks himself as 
fit to govern as those that are in authority over them being of the loose and 
‘phanaticall’ principles of those of Munster. 


5. Henry Jones, the present mayor, went to Lort to complain how hardly 
he was used, being charged with a horse and arms above his estate. Instead of 
hearing of him [he] was bid begone like a malignant rascal, being a person of 
known integrity who was never in arms against king or parliament in his life. 


6. Lort in [16]53 encouraged one John Sharpe, a pedlar, a fellow of 
desperate fortune, to question the then mayor, sheriff, bailiffs and some of the 
aldermen for bearing offices in the town which they could not avoid without 
incufring a fine, and caused them to expend much money besides their several 
journeys to London. Sharpe told Lort that he could not bring the defendants to 
a commission. Lort answered that he would force them to it, he [Sharpe] being 
a commissioner for him. This and much more they can prove by good testimony 
if they may procure a commission for the examining of witnesses, the town not 
being able to send up by reason of the violent dealing of these eleven years.

7. Charles Steward of Poole-chrohan, Being brought into the court of 
Haverford in a cause that Sampson [Lort] did not well relish, was catechized 
who gave him that name, etc.: told him of a k[ing] by his name and that the 
name of C. Steward was odious.

[circa 1660, May 8] 
Petition of the mayor and common council to the House of Commons. 


After receipt of the writ of election the petitioners, with the sheriff, agreed 
in their council house that Sampson Lort should not be received if he offered 
himself to stand, or have the poll granted him or be returned burgess for that 
he as a decimator had fined their burgesses, imprisoned their mayor, mulcted 
the town (without authority) to {200 and upwards and keeps the money to this 
day. He issued a warrant after that unhappy business in Worcester to search 
and sieze on the person of King Charles [II], complotted with Hugh Peters 
(that firebrand of the nation) to root out the orthodox clergy in those parts and 
supply them with lay ignoramuses and schismatics. He headed a troop as captain 
to the Rumps bearing this motto in his colours: No King, no Lords, we are 
engaged. He pressed the engagement and ousted the clergy for not taking of it 
and headed all the schismatics and fanatics in those parts. 
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Upon election day Lort appeared in the head of the fanatics of the town, 
most having been soldiers to him. One of the petitioners told him he should be 
ashamed to show his face in that assembly he had so injured. The sheriff told 
him he would not take his poll for that he was no burgess and blotted out the 
names of every voice that appeared for him. Lort, having for his witnesses the 
factious persons that served him under the said colours, intends now to prove 
he had the majority of voices and so aims to creep into this honourable house. 
If the said causes may not hinder Lort to sit in Parliament, they petition a new 
election.

Encloses the news. Adds this day’s transaction [in the Commons]. Seven 
of those that sat as judges upon the death of the King are to lose both life and 
estate, but as yet not named. The rest are to be secured and their estates lost for 
ever; and their persons, some to be banished, some of them to be incapable of 
any place or honour in the commonwealth, others not to come within 30 miles 
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of the court. Oliver Cromwell, Ireton, Bradshaw and Pride voted traitors. 
Voted that the royal robes, crown and sceptre should be forthwith prepared, 
for it is hoped that the King will be here on Friday or Saturday next, the admiral 
with the navy being with him since Sunday. All account public for money with 
the accounts for the tithe in Wales this day excepted out of the Act of Oblivion. 
The 12th of June next appointed for Mr. Lort to prove his petition. Will speak 
with Mr. Deputy Sheriff what is to be done. Nothing can be done here by way of 
commission before the King’s coming. Asks him to communicate ‘your’ news 
to Sir John Stepney and acquaint him that he is named a commissioner of 
assessment both in town and county. Did not send him any of the proclamations 
for ‘my cozen’ Arthur Owen assured him that he had sent four to the sheriff 
of Pembrokeshire whereof the latter was desired to give one to the mayor.

Letter: W[illia]m Phillipps to Henry Johnes, mayor. 


The King is landed at Dover. The General with the City begins to march 
forth for his reception. A declaration with a proclamation were this day voted 
for the commanding all Papists not to come near the Court within 20 miles and 
the Irish Papists to depart the kingdom, with a command that all the statutes 
against recusants,to be put in execution. This day a bill read to take away all 
favours granted by the late King and this King from [16]42 and taking away the 
Court of Wards, etc., giving the King yearly therefor {100,000. ‘My cozen’ 
William Davis is summoned by Lort. The 12th of June is the day given ‘us’. 
Has advised with many of the house and other learned men whether the writ 
and the statutes will justify what the sheriff has done in denying Lort because 
he was not a burgess and they all tell him that it has been adjudged both for it 
and against it so that it was never settled. Believes therefore that the business in 
his case will be transmitted from the Committee to the judgment of the house 
and he will endeavour it so. The reasons why the sheriff and the aldermen 
(besides he being no burgess) denied to accept Lort for their burgess will be 
vety necessary to be made out by witnesses by the sheriff. “My cozen’ James 
Phillipps with all his party join in their voices for the writer. Lort is both envious 
and mischievous; his agent Eliott protested this day that Sampson cares not what 
money he spends.
